David Gwinn, president of Penn- 
brook Milk Company in Philadelphia, 
has been collecting unusual pieces 
of dairy and dairy industry apparatus 
for about fifteen years as a personal 
hobby. This collection has fostered 
so much interest in the dairy in- 
dustry and among public spirited 
citizens of Philadelphia (a city very 
interested in all things historic) that 
a Museum seemed the logical result 
of his past and continuing efforts 
along these lines. 

This Museum will be international 
in scope, and is being sponsored by 








the Dairy Industries Society Inter- 
national, with members in 43 coun- 


tries of the world. 


Mr. Gwinn has furnished Museum 
rooms at his Dairy to be used until 
such time as the Museum outgrows 
the space, at which time a perma- 
nent home will be considered.

collection; Louis Bromfield, author 
and dairy-farmer presented an old 
Mehring Milking Machine to Mr. 
Gwinn at convention ceremonies at- 
tended by people from all over the 
world, interested in all phases of the 
milk industry. Items are expected 
from India, Tibet, Denmark, Korea, 
Holland, Cuba, Siam, Turkey, and 
other countries. 

Since milk has always been one of 
man’s principal foods, the collection 
of items having to do with dairying 
is, however, in early American ap- 
paratus. As an example of the di- 
versity of the collection it is pointed 
out that toward the end of the 18th 
century Philadelphia _ silver-smiths 
were making silver baby bottle nip- 
ples. Two examples are shown in the 
collection — rather complicated de-

vices far removed from the products 
used today. 

Other interesting items in the col- 
lection are: The first glass milk 
bottle, made by Dr. Thatcher in 1884. 
The first paper bottle used in Phila- 
delphia in 1932. Earliest known pap- 
er bottle, used in New York State in 
1911. Hand painted Viennese bottle, 
contemporary Russian bottle, yoke 
and cans used by milkmaids in the 
early 1800’s to deliver milk in Eng- 
land. 

Containers for milk have taken 
many and ingenious forms through 
the ages and the evolution of the 
common milk bottle is a subject on 
which a volume might be written. 

Mr. Gwinn recently appeared on 
television with some of his more his- 
toric specimens.

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ROMAN CARRIAGES 


° By D. TUDOR HARRELL 


“Then o’er-his shoulder threw his sword; 
bright flashed 
The golden studs; the silver scabbard 


shone, : 

With golden bladrick fitted.” 
Sword of Agamemmon II,Xi, 29. 

The Assyrians, that is to say their 
chiefs :and distinguished © warriors, 
fought as the Greeks did, in war 
chariots. Military engines for use in 
sieges were well known by the As- 
syrians. In- bas-reliefs, these are 
shown as chariots formed of strong 
lattice work, which when filled with 
soldiers, was driven close to the walls 
of a fortification. Through a hole in 
the front of the engine was a large 
pike and with this the soldiers broke 
down the barrier. Whether the pike 
was driven forward by the soldiers 
in the machine by hand or machinery 
is not recorded. 

Carriages of the ancients were of 
various kinds and are said to have 
been invented by various people, such 
as Bacchus, Ceres, ete. 

Beasts of burden were called Dos- 
suaria; a pack horse was called Cabal- 
lus or Gantherius, and the driver 
Agaso or Agitator. 

The Lectica, could be either open or 
closed, and had curtains of skin or 
cloth which could be drawn aside. 
Sometimes they had “window of trans- 
parent stone or glass.” 

Both the Lectica and Sella, for men 
and women, were carried by slaves 
(Lecticarii) dressed in dark red. 
These were supported on poles on the 
shoulders of the bearers, the Sella be- 
ing carried by two, and the Lectica 
by as many as six. When the Lectica 
was set down, there were four feet 
to support it. These were usually 
made of wood, but sometimes of silver 
or gold: The Lectica is thought to 
have been introduced into Rome from 


the East near the end of the republic, 


and the Emperor Claudius is said to 
have been the first to have used a 
Sella with a covered top. These be- 
came so numerous during the reign 
of Caesar that he prohibited their use,

except to persons of certain rank and 
on certain days. 

A kind of closed litter, carried by 

two mules or small horses, was a 
Bastarna. A carriage without wheels, 
or sledge used in beating out corn, 
drawn by any animal was a Traha. 
Carriages with only one wheel were 
called Unarota, with two wheels, Biro- 
tum, and with four, Quatriridium. 
Two horses yoked to a carriage were 
called Bigae, three Trigae, and four 
Quarrigae. 
“Those who drove chariots in the 
early pageants of Rome, whatever 
number of horses attached, were called 
Quadrigarii. Nero is said to have 
driven a chariot here with ten horses 
attached. 

Those who rode two horses joined 
together, leaping from one to the other 
were Desultores, and the horses were 
called Desultaorii. 

The vehicle used in races was the 
Currus, or Curricula, and those of the 
Roman Magistrates were Magistratus 
Curules. The seat on which the mag- 
istrate sat in the senate house was 
called Sella Curulis, because they also 
used it in racing chariots. These 
were often adorned with ivory, being 
the emblem of dignity, 

Carriages in which ladies were car- 
ried to the games and sacred rites 
was the Pilentum. This was a soft 
easy vehicle with four wheels, usually 
highly decorated. 

The common carriage for ladies was 
the Carpentum, named from Carpenta 
the mother of Evander. These had 
two wheels and were arched with or 
without coverings. Women were pro- 
hibited the use of this vehicle in the 
second Punie War by the Oppian law, 
which was later repealed. 

The Thensa, was a splendid vehicle 
with four wheels and four horses, 
adorned with silver and ivory. This 


‘is the vehicle on which images of the 


gods were led in solemn procession at 
the Circensian games, to a place in 
the Circus called Pulvinar where 
coaches were prepared. 

The two-wheeled carriage for travel- 
ling was the Cisium. It was usually 
drawn by three mules, and made of 
basket-work. A large vehicle was the 
Rheda, Carruca, and the four-wheeled 
open carriage or Petorritum. 

The swift war-vehicle used by Gauls 
and Britons was the Essedum, and 
the scythed carriage the Covinus. In 
ancient war chariots there were usu- 
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Old Automobiles Bicycles, zxa/ Vehicles. |) 
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ally two persons, one for fighting 
(bellator) and the other who drove, 
(auriga or charioteer). 

For heavy burdens the Plaustrum 
of Veha, a wagon with four wheels, 
drawn by oxen or mules. A covering 
of rushes laid on it was the Scripea, 
and the load it carried the Vehes. 


The principal parts of the carriages 
were the wheels (Rotae) the body 
(Capsum), and the _ draught-tree 
(Temo) to which the animals were 
yoked. A wheel without spokes was 
the Tumpanum. These resembled a 
drum and were made of solid boards, 
fixed to a square piece of wood, and 
strengthened by cross-bars, with an 
iron ring around enabling the whole 
to turn together on the axis or (Car- 
dines). 

Animals were joined to the vehicle 
by the Jugum or yoke, usually made 
of wood, or metal, placed upon the 
neck. This was a crooked form with 
a bend in it for the neck of each ani- 
mal. It was tied to the pole with 
leather thongs. When one pair of 
animals was not sufficient to draw the 
vehicle another pair was added in a 
straight line, ahead, and yoked in the 
same style. If only one horse was 
necessary, he was bound with ropes 
without a yoke. 

When more than two horses were 
joined abreast, a custom introduced 
by Clisthenes of Sicyon, only two were 
yoked to the carriage, called Jugales, 
and the others were bound on each 
side with ropes (Funales Equi). This

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Museum Reports Highest 
Attendance in 16 Years 


Daniel Catton Rich, director of the 
Art Institute of Chicago, recently 
announced that the 1948 attendance 
was the highest in the history of the 
Art Institute but for the first year 
of Chicago’s Century of Progress. 
The 1948 figure exceeds the previous 
high clocked in 1946 by 70,000. The 
Institute attendance has averaged a 
million a year since 1921. 

The two exhibitions, French Tapes- 
tries and European Paintings Saved 
from the German Salt Mines, ac- 
counted for more than 300,000. The 
first-mentioned was visited by 164,710 
and the latter, in a mere eighteen 
days, by 144,785. The biggest day’s 
attendance was recorded on August 
8 and totaled 21,530. The Alfred 
Stieglitz retrospective exhibition at- 
tracted an audience of 48,550 in Jan- 
uary of the year, and the Fifty-second 
Annual Exhibition by Artists of Chi- 
cago and Vicinity, during the summer 
months, was visited by 192,196, while 
the Fifty-ninth Annual Exhibition of 
American Water Colors and Draw- 
ings, which closed at the end of the 
year, was attended by 88,547. Lec- 
tures in Fullerton Hall and gallery 
tours were given to 72,843 adults and 
children. The fourteen exhibitions 
held in the Department of Prints and 
Drawings, which included the great 
collection of Rembrandt etchings and 
Martin Schongauer engravings, drew 
an audience of 191,605; the Decora- 
tive Arts Department, with its world- 
famous Mrs. James Ward Thorne’s 
Rooms in Miniature, was visited by 
151,496, and the Oriental Depart- 
ment’s great collection of Chinese 
bronzes and Japanese prints was 
viewed by 118,333.

Translation From the Dutch of 
the Letter Recording the 
Purchase of Manhattan Island 


Receptum 7 November 1626 

High and Mighty Lords, 

Yesterday, arrived here the Ship the 
Arms of Amsterdam, which sailed from 
New Netherland, out of the River 
Mauritius, on the 28rd September. They 
report that our people are in good heart 
and live in peace there; the women also 
have borne some children there. They 
have purchased the Island Manhatten 
from the Indians for the value of 60 
guilders; it is 11,000 morgens in size. 

They had all their grain sowed by the 
middle of May, and reaped by the middle 
of August. They send thence samples 
of summer grain; such as wheat, rye, 
barley, oats, buckwheat, canary seed, 
beans and flax. 

The cargo of the aforesaid ship is:

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THE PRINTS OF CURRIER & IVES 


By JOHN RAMSAY 


Nathaniel Currier and James Mer- 
ritt Ives were ordinary American 
business-men, whose first aim in life 
was to make a living and lay up a 
competence for their old age. While 
attending to that, which they accom- 
plished competently if not spectacu- 
larly, they married, settled down with 
their families, and enjoyed their un- 
spectacular hobbies and amusements, 
and, at their deaths left comfortable 
fortunes, from which Mrs. Currier 
could give Dartmouth College $41,000 
for Currier Hall. There is no ro- 
mance, no story there, and, if the 
wars, panics and depressions through 
which they had to pilot their enter- 
prise brought trouble and worry, they 
left no record of them. Yet, somehow, 
they managed to leave on paper a very 
complete picture of the America they 
knew. 

There are nearly 6800 titles in the 
catalog, among them a few fine enough 
in execution and coloring to please 
the most exacting critic, and a great 
many which are frankly uninteresting. 
They cover the entire range of Amer- 
ican life, from 1835 to 1895, the forma- 
tive years of our country. History

is recorded in them, formal history, 
presidents, statesmen, wars and bat- 
tles, as well as political campaigns 
and such passing events as fires, 
wrecks and ruins, fads and fashions 
and “‘comic” comments on them. Also, 
there are Western and Indian scenes, 
local views covering most of the 
United States, prints recording the 
clipper ships and the Mississippi 
River steamboats, the railroads, the 
gold rush of 1849; in fact, a valuable 
illustrated history could be compiled 
from these contemporary records. 
Then there are the sporting prints, 
portraits of race-horses, racing and 
hunting scenes in wide variety, live 
and dead game, rowing, yachting, fox 
hunting and coursing subjects and 
any number of comics, all testifying 
to the important place sports have 
always held in American life. Finally, 
there are religious pictures, and the 
wide range of prints in the sentimen- 
tal and often lugubrious Victorian 
taste, from the not especially attrac- 
tive female heads and children of the 
later period and the many death-bed 
scenes and “In Memoriams” through 
the pretty ladies of the 40’s and 50’s, 
the lovely flower and fruit prints, the 
colorful “Fairies’ Home” series, to the 
splendid large folio country scenes. 


After twenty-five years of collect- 
ing, the rarest, finest and most desir- 
able Currier prints are fairly well 
known, and the two “Best Fifties” 
selected by juries of veteran collectors 
in 1932 still take first rank. Stand- 
ards of beauty and quality have not 
changed since then, but collectors have 
changed, and some new interests have 
grown up. For one thing, we ap- 
preciate more our “American primi- 
tives,” the work of self-taught artists 
who worked earnestly and seriously 
to put down what they saw, and whose 
pictures, often stiff and unconven- 
tional in drawing and perspective, 
still show a sincerity and feeling for 
realism not found in the formula 
work of the academy-trained painters. 
The Currier house, naturally, em- 
ployed artists of both types, but the 
“primitives” are better liked today 
than they were sixteen years ago. 
Also, and naturally, popular taste in 
subjects has changed, and this has to 
be taken into account in listing the 
most desirable prints today. 
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To go back more nearly twenty-five 
years, Esther Singleton in her “The 
Collecting of Antiques” of 1926 dis- 
misses the prints sweepingly ‘They 
never were considered productions of 
art, and they cannot be ranked as 
such. The colors are violent and 
crude, and the atmosphere they ex- 
hale is decidedly common. When they 
were first printed they were never 
seen on the walls of any house where 
there was the slightest pretension to 
culture.” lt is entirely true that these 
prints were intended for simple mid- 
dle-class homes, and are frankly out 
of place in a setting of Belter furni- 
ture, crystal chandeliers, Aubusson 
carpets and brocade hangings. But 
many modern families, even with some 
“culture” and background, prefer to 
live in less elegant surroundings and, 
while the advanced print collector may 
find the “sentimentals” too easy game, 
they are desirable, if only as acces- 
sories exactly suited to the simpler 
types of Early American interiors. 


The choice here is so wide that it 
is not easy to select the finest, but, 
in general, those of the years before 
1860 are preferable. Their colors, if 
once “violent and crude” have aged 
to a soft beauty, and their drawing is 
usually good. “The Star of the Road,” 
showing a lady driving her trotting 
horse, dated 1849, is one of the ‘Best 
50” small folios, and “The Fair Eques- 
trian” of 1857 is another good one. 
“The Bloomer Costume” is a pretty 
record of a short-lived fashion. “The 
Flower Dance by the Vienna Chil- 
dren,” lithographed twice, in 1846 and 
1847, as well as by J. Baillie and 
Sarony and Major, is lovely, and there 
are the pairs or series of children 
dressed in deep red, “Little Brothers,” 
“Little Sisters,” “Little Brother and 
Sister,” issued three times, which are 
appealing. Also, there is:a long series 
by N. Currier, “The Lovers’ Quarrel,” 
“The Lovers’ Reconciliation” and 
others, which form a sentimental story 
ending with “A Year After Marri- 
age.” The “Little White Kitties” of 
the 1870’s are also thoroughly senti- 
mental and pretty. Some prints.of 
this type, however, are more amusing 
than sentimental. Mr. Peters liked 
the “Kiss Me Quicker” showing a 
nurse-maid settling her charge’s large 
hats to give her a moment’s privacy, 
and the other “Kiss Me Quick,” with 
its mate “No You Don’t” is, if inferior 
in drawing, much funnier. 


To many collectors, the small folio 
named ladies, from full-lengths to 
heads, are a subject in themselves. 
Again, the earlier ones are finer and 
more interesting that the later busts, 
and they give an unusual outline of 


. fashions in dress, interior decoration 


and feminine interests of the years 
between 1840 and 1870. Also on mas- 
culine interest, because in this long 
gallery of “pin-up girls,” there is not 
one blonde, not even a_ red-head. 
Again there is a wide choice; “Clara,” 
a full-length of 1848, “Emily” a three- 
quarter-length playing the piano; 
“Susannah,” half-length, with a sim- 
ple red shawl over her head, and even

some duplication, “Rose” of 1848 be- 
ing identical with “Susan” of the 
same year. 

Another collectors’ specialty among 
the sentimental subjects is the flower 
and fruit prints. The high-spot here, 
of course, is Fanny Palmer’s splendid 
large folio “Landscape, Fruit and 
Flowers” of 1862, with its view of the 
Hudson, one of the “Best Fifty.” But 
there are many others, ranging from 
the formal, but most decorative mixed 
bouquets in the Victorian taste, ‘The 
Flower Vase,” “The Bride’s Bouquet” 
and others, to the realism of the Cur- 
rier & Ives “Group of Lilies” and the 
flower and fruit arrangements. Other 
“sentimentals” include any number of 
groups and scenes, death-beds and “In 
Memoriams,” children and animals, in 
fact, a very wide variety. The scenes 
of this class can include the many 
“literary” nostaglic Irish and other 
European scenes, as well as those in 
Fairyland. But others, “The Old 
Oaken Bucket,” “Home Sweet Home” 
and even the “Four Seasons of Life” 
are actually very accurate pictures of 
American Country life, and are gen- 
erally so classed. 

Of the other largest class of Cur- 
rier prints, the religious subjects, 
there is little to be said, since they 
attract only a few collectors. One of 
them, the unusual “Shakers Near Le- 
banon”’ was selected among the “Best 
Fifty,” but is actually a copy of a 
plate in Barber’s “Historical Collec- 
tions of Connecticut” of 1831, which 
was also lithographed by D. W. Kel- 
logg of Hartford. ‘“Noah’s Ark,” an- 
other one of the “Best Fifty” is also 
a religious print, but it, and the less 
ornate versions, are always popular 
purely as decorations. These religious 
prints, however, were among the firm’s

method was used chiefly in games and 
triumph cars. 

Instruments for driving were known 
as the Flagellum, made of leather 
thongs, the Scutiga or twisted cords 
tied to the end of a stick, or some- 
times sharpened with small pieces of 
iron or lead at the ends, divided into 
several lashes or Scorpions. 

The rod (Virga) or goad (Stimuls), 
or spur (Calcar) was used only by 
riders. 

The instrument for restraining 
horses was the bit or bridle (F'rae- 
num), said to have been invented by 
the Lapithae a people of Thessaly. 
The part that went around the.ears 
was the Aurea, the Bit the Orea. ‘This 
was often unequal and rough® like 
teeth. 

The bit was often made of gold as 
were the collars (Monilia) and the 
Strata or coverings for their backs 
were adorned with gold and purple. 
To certain headstrong animals the 
head-stall or muzzle. (Capistrum) of- 
ten had iron spikes affixed to it. 

The driver or Agitator, who drove 
the chariot always stood upright in 
war. 

In hired carriages, the driver sat 
behind the pole with his whip in the 
right hand and reins (habenae) in 
the left. The time for mounting in 
hired carriages was indicated by the 
drivers moving his rod or cracking his 
whip. The Romans, as the Persians, 
painted their vehicles of various colors 
and decorated them with gold, silver 
and precious stones.

While to be sure, circus perform- 
ances have been produced without 
such basic ingredients as bareback 
riders and elephants, no big top en- 
trepreneur has dared to present a cir- 
cus without clowns. 

From the time the very first circus 
performance was given near the Cen- 
tre-House in Philadelphia on Satur- 
day, August 27, 1885, when “between 
the different parts a clown amused 
the spectators,” a comic character, va- 
riously referred to aS a merry an- 
drew, pantomimist, jester, and other 
synonyms, has been very much in evi- 
dence in the sawdust ring. 

The evolution of clowning has made 
a most interesting study for the col- 
lector of circusiana—and circus clowns 
have been the inspiration for many 
books, thereby providing a host of 
items for the collector. 

In the beginning of the circus in 
America, the clown was a singular 
person. For-decades after the circus 
was firmly entrenched in the Ameri- 
¢an amusement seeker’s heart, not 
even the largest of traveling big top 
organizations boasted of more than 
one clown. Furthermore, such clowns 
as Joe Pentland, Dan Rice, and Den 
Stone, not only received top billing in 
the circuses in which they were fea- 
tured, but each of them became a cir- 
eus:owner.in his own right, and Stone 
is credited with operating the first 
railroad circus in America during the 
season of 1854, 

The clown in those days was a most 
versatile fellow. Singing was one of 
his specialties and certain clowns were 
identified by their audiences through 
the songs they made popular. Those 
were the days when circus songsters 
were sold in the arena. Each of these 
little paper-backed pamphlets con- 
tained a number of songs which the 
circus clowns sang.

The clown also exchanged smart 
repartee with the ringmaster as the 
butt of his jokes. He often was a 
juggler, a bareback rider, and in most 
cases, a tumbler as well. 

When the circus branched out to 
embrace two rings and three rings, 
a multitude of clowns, depending upon 
the size of the show, began to populate 
the arena. And as the big tops grew, 
the talking clown was on the way out, 
for no longer were the crowds which 
attended circuses able to hear the 
words of his songs and the dialogue 
in which he had engaged with the 
ringmaster, because of the vast size 
of the arena. 

Thus, the pantomimic clown re- 
placed the talking clown, and the fun- 
makers depended upon acting out situ- 
ations to create laughs. Clown num- 
bers generally, are divided into three 
types. First there’is the walkaround. 
In such a number, practically all of 
the clowns of the contingent parade 
around the hippodrome track, each 
striving to create a laugh by the garb 
he wears, the gadget he carries, or 
the vehicle he rides. Then there is 
what is known as a stop number. In 
this situation, one or more clowns 
working together, act out a pantomime 
which creates laughs. And finally, 
there is the production number, such 
as the clown band, the comic wedding, 
the adam smasher and others, in 
which all the available clowns partici- 
pate. 

In most circuses, there is a princi- 
pal or producing clown, who is re- 
sponsible for all the clown numbers 
and directs the activities of all the 
joeys. In the largest of the circuses, 
there may be several producing 
clowns, each of which furnishes the 
properties and costumes and may have 
several clowns working for him. 
There have even been producers of 
clown numbers, who never appear in 
costume or grease paint, but create 
the acts and situations and employ 
men to work with their props. 

The increase in the number of 
clowns in a circus has brought a 
greater variety of makeup and dress 
to clown alley. There are two types 
of clowns, one the white-faced and the 
other, the character clown. 

The white-faced jester is the older, 
stemming from the theatre of the 
days before the circus came into being 
as an amusement enterprise. For the 
most part clowns of the white-faced 
variety wear white one or two-piece 
costumes, trimmed in bright color 
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combinations, going back to the Pier- 
rot type of dress. 

The white faced clown uses a white 
background on his face, which is lined 
with red and black make-up pencils. 
Each clown adopts a make-up which 
he usually wears year after year and 
is identified in the profession by it. 
Thus the ardent circus fan recognizes 
clowns of their acquaintanceship 
through their make-up‘while cavorting 
among dozens of other funny fellows 
in the ring. 

The character clown, on the other 
hand, depends upon comical dress, 
wigs and theatrical type of makeup 
to distinguish himself from the white- 
faced clown. There are several types 
of popular character clowns to be 
found in most every circus, depending 
of course, upon the size of the show 
and number of clowns on the payroll. 

One of the stock circus characters 
is the clown policeman. He dates 
back to the beginning of multiple- 
ringed circuses, and there are so many 
clown policemen in circusdom, that 
this writer saw three of them in one 
indoor circus during the past winter 
season. 

Another character, made famous by 
Emmett Kelly in the past two dec- 
ades, is the tramp comic. While the 
tramp comedian predated Kelly’s en- 
trance into the field of clowning, his 
type of makeup and wardrobe has 
been copied by numerous funmakers, 
and there is rarely a circus with as 
many as four or five clowns today, 
that does not have a tramp comic in 
the lineup. 

Female impersonators are also pop- 
ular, as are the rustic hayseed types 
wearing linen dusters, chin whiskers 
and smoking corncob pipes. A com- 
bination of white makeup and char- 
acter studies are the august and 
grotesque types, the wearers usually 
adding wigs for the effects they strive 
te achieve. Felix Adler and Lou 
Jacobs, are well known clowns who 
use the grotesque and august types of

In Harper’s Bazaar, January 4, 1873 

The ingenious mechanical toys for 
children of a larger growth are really 
works of art. One of the prettiest 
is a music-box with a globe of gold- 
fish above, in which is a shell that 
opens and discloses a fairy reclining 
in a grotto. A second musical toy 
represents a harp, on which a most 
comical negro affects to play: the 
price is $60. In a third a monkey 
drinks wine, and wipes his moustache 
with his napkin; while a fourth is a 
clock with a monkey beside it play- 
ing cobbler. An opera-house has a 
stage, with tiny dancers that per- 
form a ballet while the orchestra 
plays; and a menagerie has music, 
and trained animals that appear to 
do the bidding of their mimic keeper. 
A doll thrums a piano; the notes of 
“jl Bacio” are before her, and the 
machinery inside the piano plays the 
air.

The comical toys for fun-loving 
little folks are theatrical moving fig- 
ures representing Dundreary, Hump- 
ty-Dumpty, Grandfather Smallweed, 
pompous soldiers, policeman, dandies 
with large heads and ridiculously at- 
tenuated limbs like stilts. Supple- 
jacks are of unheard-of proportions, 
and a surprise-box has a jumping- 
jack with a voice that squeaks when 
the lid of the box springs open. 


Animals 


One of the greatest improvements 
in Kriss-Kringle’s kingdom is the 
creation of animals with natural 
skins. Horses have real skins of 
horses; greyhounds are naturally 
sleek and glossy; and poodles and 
“Skyes” are as shaggy as possible; 
and goats are homely enough for 
real goats, instead of being “too nice 
for a goat’, as the little purchasers 
used to declare they were. All the do- 
mestic animals are represented, as are 
ferocious-looking lions, tigers, spot- 
ted leopards, and growling bears. 
These are of various sizes, and cost, 
separately, from $2 to $30. Hobby- 
horses on rockers, or else to drag, 
have natural skins, and cost from $6 
to $15. A Noah’s ark on wheels is a 
“three-decker,” with natural-skinned 
animals peering through the win- 
dows. The different sizes cost from 
$5 to $12. Menageries with wild and 
tame animals are shown, and the cir- 
cus horses with spotted skins are not 
forgotten. 


For Boys 


The “dollar steam-engine,” so pop- 
ular with boys last year, is now 
brought into practical use in very 
interesting ways. One is attached to 
a miniature ferry-boat, and propels 
it about in bath-tub or pond; another 
on a fire-engine throws a stream of 
water through a rubber hose, and-has 
a shrill whistle. The latter costs from 
$3.50 to $o. 

For boys there are also warehous- 
es three or four stories high, having 
shelves packed with goods, a hatch- 
way, etc.; forts with artillery, senti- 
nels that go back and forth, and files 
of soldiers marching about on dress 
parade; livery-stables with natural-

Berries, grapes, 
peaches, plums, and other fruits in 
their natural size and color are made 
of transparent glass, that lights up 
beautifully on boughs. Bright tin re- 
flectors showing ail the colors ot tne 
prism add to its beauty, and there 
are pretty little gilded ornaments for 
bedecking each limb, such as tiny 
bird-cages, Chinese lanterns, Ameri- 
can eagles, stars, and cherubs with 
outspread wings. Santa Claus with 
empty pack covered with snow, 
stands beside the tree.

Recently, while I was spending my 
holidays in California, several collec- 
tors remarked to me that they enjoyed 
my notes about record collecting in 
Buenos Aires which were published 
in HosBBIEs in June and July of 1948.

the five Wesendonck lieder of Wagner. 
I believe that her voice was more 
beautiful than ever. During the in- 
termission of the Flagstad concert, I 
had the opportunity to speak with sev- 
eral artists known to record collec- 
tors, among them Viorica Ursuleac 
and her husband, Clemens Krauss; 
Alfio Tedesco, the Argentine tenor 
who sang for so many years at the 
Metropolitan and who recorded with 
De Luca and Grace Anthony in the 
Victor recording (8174) of O sommo 
Carlo from Ernani; the Argentine 
singers Pedro Mirassou Isobel Maren- 
go, Hina Spani, and others. Together 
with my friend Ricardo Turro of the 
Buenos Aires Musical, I had the op-

Here I 
was to take the train over the moun- 
tains for Santiago, Chile. In spite of 
the fact that I only had a few hours 
in Mendoza, I was to put them to 
good use, for luck was with me as I 
made a nice haul of ancient record- 
ings that I found tucked away in the 
basement of a swank music shop 
which did not appear from its exterior 
to be the hiding place for such gems 
as three original G&T pink Pattis 
(03061, 03063 and 03064), six or eight 
excellent Fonotipias by Burzio, Sen- 
atello, Barrientos, Pertile, etc. Also 
in this bunch were several lovely G&T 
pressings by Battistini, Boninsegna 
and others, as well as German and 
Italian Polydors and a few choice 
electrical Italian Columbias. The next 
day was a barren one for records, but 
a wonderful one for scenery, as the 
trip across the Andes by rail must be 
taken to be appreciated. 

Bright and early on my first morn- 
ing in Santiago, I was met by one of 
the must ardent record -collectors it 
has ever been my pleasure to encoun- 





ter, Mr. Oscar Saavedra. Oscar had 
been recommended to me by his good 
friend Mme. Hina Spani, and I cer- 
tainly owe Mme. Spani a great debt 
of gratitude for the opportunity to 
meet him, for he made my short stay 
in Santiago an extremely pleasant 
one. One of my most enjoyable eve- 
nings there was spent in Saavedra’s 
home where, after dinner, I had the 
opportunity of hearing many mouth- 
watering items. Among other things, 
Oscar is very interested, in the re- 
cords by some of his famous country- 
men who include Carlo Morelli and 
his brother Renato Zanelli (he is 
studying singing at this time with a 
third brother who lives in Santiago), 
Sofia del Campo, Cristina Soro, Ram- 
on Vinay, and others. I’ll have more 
to say later about another evening 
when we called on Mme. Soro. 


Chile, like the Argentine and Brazil, 
has its own record factories, the most 
active of which is Victor. Columbia 
and Odeon have little besides the. pop- 
ular records, but. Victor has an excel- 
lent red seal catalog which contains 
many discs pressed from Italian HMV 
masters as well as titles from Cam- 
den. Unfortunately, however, drastic 
cuts have recently been made in the 
“better” vocal listings, such as re- 
cords by Pertile, Spani, Sheridan, Dal 
Monti, Chaliapin, de Luca and others 
of the last generation to make way 
for new performances now being re- 
corded in the United States. With 
Saavedra’s help, however, I managed 
to accumulate quite a number of ex- 
cellent new copies of records by these 
artists which have been long missing 
from catalogs in the United States. 
Interesting are several items which 
occur in the same numerical series as 
domestic United States issues, but 
which were never available in the

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United States. These include a re- 
cording of Vesti la giubba by Pertile’ 
from Italian HMV (DB1118) released 
on Victor as 9794, coupled with Un 
di all’ azzurro spazio from Andrea 
Chenier; Di quella pira from Il Trova- 
tore by Pertile, Nessi & Lattuata and 
Ah si ben mio from the same opera 
by Pertile were issued in Chile on 
Victor 9795, from HMV DB 1198. The 
Rigoletto finale and Dunque io son 
from Il Barbiere by Dal Monte and 
Montesanto are available on Victor 
13901. The two sides were coupled 
differently as DB 2124 and DB 2125. 
Incidentally, DB 2124 was released by 
Victor in Brazil as 11-8516, while DB 
2125 was released in the Argentine as 
15921. It is too bad that these records 
were never made available in the 
United States. I was disappointed to 
find that the fabulous electrical re- 
cording of the finale to Carmen by 
Maria Gay and Giovanni Zenatello 
(this was recorded at Camden) on 
Victor 7314 has been withdrawn. In- 
cidentally, this record was listed in 
the local catalogs and on some labels 
as by Maria GRAY instead of Maria 
Gay! One copy which I found was 
thus mis-labeled 

The one day I had left to visit Val- 
pariso turned out to be a holiday with 
all shops closed, so I did not have the 
opportunity to test the potentialities 
of this coastal city. My one day in 
Lima, Peru, was only partially fruit- 
ful. Peru does not have its own re- 
cord plants, and depends on imports 
from the United States for all clas- 
sical records. In the old days, special 
Latin American catalogs in Spanish 
were available from the U. S. Export 
division of Victor and Columbia, but 
today those countries which do not 
have their own factories order from 
the domestic U. S. catalogs. 

Thus you will see that my trip 
home was fairly exciting.{rom the re- 
cord collecting standpoint, but there 
is still one catch The amount of red- 
tape involved in exporting from the 
Latin American countries is some- 
thing terrific. The records which I 
purchased in Buenos Aires over one 
year ago are still awaiting a myriad 
of papers before they can leave the 
country, and those shipped from Chile 
have stili to be heard from, so I will 
not accept congratulations on my 
South American “finds” until they are 
safely in California!

More than once, in publishing these 
biographical sketches of pioneer re- 
cording artists, I have made clear my 
regret that much of my information 
ordinarily must be collected at sec- 
ond, third or fourth hand. No mat- 
ter how good my intentions, it re- 
mains hard to keep inaccurate state- 
ments from slipping in. However, 
now that I am undertaking the life 
story of one of the greatest of the 
“popular” recording artists — a man 
whose name belongs on anybody’s 
list of the 15 or 20 most accomplish- 
ed performers who ever sang into a 
recording horn — I am happy that I 
shall not have to depend upon indi- 
rect and possibly erroneous sources. 
In gathering material about the late 
Frank C. Stanley, I have had the 
gracious agsistance of his wife, Mrs. 
Elizabeth A. Grinsted, of Wickford, 
Rhode Island, and his daughters, 
Mrs. Elizabeth G. Repelow and Mrs. 
Elaine Powell, who still lives in “the 
Oranges,” the New Jersey communi- 
ty in which their father was born and 
in ‘which he made his home for his 
nearly 42 years of life. 

Some eighteen months ago I be- 
gan work on a series about Frank 
Stanley, which I submitted for check- 
ing to Mrs. Repelow and she passed 
on to her mother. The articles were 
based on published material, but they 
proved to contain so many uninten- 
tionally wrong statements that I de- 
cided to begin all over, and asked 
Mrs. Grinstead and her daughters to 
provide additional aid. 
have so generously done — especially 
Mrs. Grinstead, for her daughters 
were only small children when their 
father died in 1910 — that I expect 
this to be the most accurate and com- 
plete series that has yet come from 
my typewriter. It will also be more 
extended than any that will follow, 
for no other pioneer of Frank Stan- 
ley’s stature remains to be consider- 
ed. Of the old-time recording artists 
whom readers of HOBBIES elected a 
few years ago to the ranks of “the 
Supreme Fifteen,” only Stanley and 
Cal Stewart, the beloved “Uncle 
Josh,” remain for consideration. 
There is plenty of interest to be told 
concerning Calvin Edward Stewart, 
but his story will hardly occupy as 
much space as that I plan to allot to 
Frank Stanley. In passing, I may 
say that I shall quote from some of 
the published articles in which Mr. 
Grinsted’s wife and daughters found 
mistakes, but when I do I shall care- 
fully point out the wrong statements. 

Perhaps, in order to give a bird’s- 
eye view of the life and achievements 
of the artist whose real name was 
William Stanley Grinsted, but who 
was known throughout his singing 
career as Frank C. Stanley, (I’ll ex- 
plain later how that name was chos- 
en for recording purposes), I can’t

do better than quote the death notice 
which appeared in the Newark Even- 
ing News for December 13, 1910. 
Under the heading of W. S. GRIN- 
STED, NOTED SINGER,” with the 
sub-heads, “Orange Alderman Dead 
of Pneumonia After Illness of Only 
Six Days” and “Sang in Waldorf 
Last Week,” the Newark paper said. 

“Alderman William Stanley Grinsted, 
of Orange, who was one of the best 
known bass singers in this section ef the 
country, died at his home, 199 High 
Street, last night, after an illness of less 
than a week. Last Tuesday night (De- 
cember 6) he was the leading soloist at 
a concert given in the Waldorf Astoria, 
and when he returned home he com- 
plained of a severe cold. His conaition 
became so serious that it was neces- 
sary to call Dr. J. Hammond Bradshaw 
early the next morning. Later in the 
day the physician found that Mr. Grin- 
stead was suffering with pleurisy and 
pneumonia. 

“During the latter part of the week 
Mr. Grinstead’s condition gradually 
grew worse, and on Saturuay night his 
relatives began to lose hope for his re- 


‘covery. On Sunday afternoon, however, 


he seemed to revive somewhat, and was 
able to secure some sleep on that night. 
Yesterday aftérnoon peritonitis develop- 
ed. and the end came five minutes be- 
fore midnight. 

“Alderman Grinstead was the son of 
the late Augustus T. Grinstead, who for 
many years was president of the Orange 
Board of Education. Like his father, 
he was deeply interested in the Orange 
school system and other public affairs. 
He was elected a school commissioner in 
1906, and served one term Last year he 
was elected a member of the Common 
Council on the Democratic ticket, secur- 
ing the largest majority ever given any 
candidate in the Fifth Ward of Orange. 
Although a loyal Democrat, Mr. Grin- 
sted was absolutely fearless in advanc- 
ing his opinions or in taking a stand on 
any public question. 

Mr. Grinsted was perhaps best known 
as a professional singer. Possessing a 
deep bass voice of remarkable range and 
power, which was carefully trained dur- 
ing his boyhood, he devoted his whole 
life to music. For several years he was 
the bass soloist in the Central Presby-

terian Church, New York, and under 
the name of Frank C. Stanley he was 
known all over the world as a singer for 
phonograph records. Wherever phono- 
graphs are used the records having the 
bass and tenor duets by Mr. Grinsted 
and Byron G. Harlan are in popular de- 
mand. During the delirium of his ill- 
ness he frequently sang, 

“At various times during his profes- 
sional career as a bass soloist, Mr. 
Grinsted sang in Brick Presbyterian and 
Calvary Methodist churches, East 
Orange, as well in a number of New 
York and Brooklyn chur¢hes. 


“A special meeting of the Orange City 
Democratic Committee will be held to- 
morrow. night to take action on Mr. 
Grinsted’s death. 


“Mr. Grinsted was born in Orange, 
and if he had lived until December 29, 
would have been torty-two years old. 
Shortly after his graduation from the 
Orange High School in 1886 he secured 
a position as clerk in the Second Na- 
tional Bank of Orange. His position was 
advanced until he became paying teller, 
and he resigned this position in 1902 to 
devote all his time to music. He mar- 
ried Miss Elizabeth A. Griffing, of 
Orange, who survives him with two sons 
and two daughters. His children are: 
W. Stanley Grinsted, Jr, Elizabeth Grin- 
sted, Allen Grinsted and Elaine Grinsted. 
One brother, C. Burr Grinsted, also sur- 
vives him. 

“In 1904 Mr. Grinsted became a mem- 
ber of Corinthian Lodge, No. 57, F. & 
A. M., and has since been an active 
Free Mason, He was a Knight Templar, 
having been a member of a New York 
Commandery. He was also a member 
— Lodge, No. 135, B. P. O. 

s. 


“Mayor Arthur B. Seymour has issued 
a call for a special meeting of the Com- 
mon Council for tonight to take action 
on Mr. Grinsted’s death. The Mayor al- 
so had the flag at Military Common 
placed at half-mast, and has issued in- 
structions to have the public buildings 
draped in mourning for thirty days. All 
the city offices in Orange will be closed 
during the funeral services. 

“The services will be held in the First 
Presbyterian Church, Orange, on Thurs- 
day afternoon at 2 o’clock, and will be 
conducted by the pastor, Rev. Dr. 
Charles Townsend. The interment will 
be in Rosedale Cemetery. On account 
of the death of Alderman Grinsted the 
testimonial banquet which was to have 
been given Alderman William A. Cal- 
houn and Joseph A, Birkholz, the re- 
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tiring members ‘in the Common Council, 
on Saturday night, has been indefinitely 
postponed.” 

The Newark paper commented 
editorially that same day: “In the 
death of Stanley Grinsted, Orange 
loses a valuable citizen, and many 
individuals lose a true friend. He 
had a wide circle of acquaintances in 
the Oranges, where he was born and 
had always lived, and his popularity 
was of the genuine kind. As a public 
official, in the Common Council, he 
was aggressive and active, and earn- 


.est in the public interest. His death 


is sincerely regretted, and the ex- 
pressions of sympathy for his family 
are general and genuine.” 


These two articles show unmistak- 
ably the admiration and warmth of 
feeling which the people of Orange 
felt for their distinguished singer- 
citizen — and today, in spite of the 
fact that more than 87 years have 
passed since his death, thousands of 
collectors have the same warm senti- 
ments for the basso whom many of 
them consider to have had the great- 
est vocal gifts of any pioneer record- 
ing artist. I have yet to meet any- 
one who does not like Frank Stan- 
ley’s reproduced voice. On _ the 
strength of natural equipment and 
interpretative gifts, including an al- 
most amazing versatility, he deserv- 
ed to rank with the great singers of 
his time. As more than one connois- 
seur of operatic music has remarked 
to me: “Frank Stanley ought to have 
been up there with the Red Seal 
crowd.” And that leads me to re- 
mark that one of my treasured pos- 
sessions is a rare old poster, about 
forty years old, showing photos of 
19 Victor Red Seal artists, which 
once belonged to Frank Stanley. His 
daughter, Mrs. Repelow, presented 
it to me when I spent an afternoon 
at her home in September, 1947.

Notes on Music Boxes and Their History 


By GEORGE A. BIDDEN 


Music boxes were first invented 
around 1750. The first mechanisms 
were tiny creations and set in items 
like watches, ornate boxes, bottles, 
seals, etc. They played one tune and 
later two tunes. These first music 
boxes had individual teeth tuned to 
a single scale and were set in an arc. 
A disc ‘with steel pins revolved, the 
pins contracted the teeth and thus 
music was produced. The first of the 
small type music boxes with the cyl- 
inder appeared around 1790. These 
had cylinders from two and one haif 
to three inches. in length and the 
combs were made in sections. First 


the combs were made up of individual , 


teeth, each held in place on its brass 
base by an individual screw. Later 
the combs were in sections of from 
four to five teeth to the section and 
usually fourteen sections to the comb. 
The mechanical detail of these mini- 
ature pieces is most exacting and 
each part was individually made, 
pinned and screwed into place 
Around 1820 the combs were made 
of one piece of steel mounted on a 
brass base. These machines usually 


played two tunes. The tunes were 
changed by moving a lever on the 
front of the box. The cases to these 
miniatures were made of a variety 
of materials. Some had lithographed 
tin cases, others were of bone, tor- 
toise shell, ivory and a type of hard 
rubber. Many had curved trans- 
parent covers entirely enclosing the 
works. Some had lithographed views 
of village scenes, battle scenes, etc. 
Others ‘were embossed with floral 
designs, masonic insignia, some were 
made of carved ivory and bone and a 
few were dated. Many had the mak- 
er’s name stamped into the bed plate, 
while others had a mark stamped on 
the comb or bed plate and this mark 
tells who made the piece, if one is 
familiar enough with the various 
marks, etc. I have more than thirty 
of these early miniatures in my col- 
lection. 

The later type miniatures playing 
up to six and eight tunes changed 
tunes automatically. This was made 
possible with the invention of the 
star wheel. During this period the 
trend of casing the mechanisms 
changed and they were installed in 
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inlaid wood cases. I have an unusual 
one of these playing six tunes in an 
all over hand carved case. The cover 
has two carved mountain sheep, one 
is staauing, the other lying down be- 
side a wee. ‘the entire cover with 
sheep veing carved Irom a Single 
piece of wood. ‘These mechanisms 
usually had combs containing from 
about seventy vo a hundreu teevn. 
Many hau beautiful arrangements of 
music, anu t nave one which 1s a iace 
forte plano. ‘Lnis 1s pinned with tong 
anu Slivzt pins in the cy.inder. 


After 1830 the larger type of mu- 
sic vOX Was hiadusactured. By this 
time must of the voxes were made in 
Geneva, Switzerland, though | have 
seen some early specumeas which 
were maue in Prague, Paris and var- 
ious other kuropean cities. During 
the following twen.y years or so of 
these first 1arger type music boxes 
the quality anu arrangement of mu- 
sic Was gradually lnpruved and mauy 
outstanaing specimeuS Were prouuc- 
ed. whe macnines of this _ period 
wounu with a iarge iron key at the 
left ena of the case. ‘these: key 
winders were im very narruw cases, 
the works taking up vhe entire space 
in the case. ‘the leit enu of the case 
was uSually hingeu aad when opened 
three levers at the pottom oc the 
panel could be seen, and the spring 
Sharit was iocated just above these 
levers. Here the 1ron key was insert- 
ed and the spring wound. ‘Ine middie 
lever siarceu and stopped the mechan- 
ism. ‘he back lever was to change 
or repeat tunes and the front lever 
was to stop the machine instantly. 
The levers 'were mounted under the 
bed plate which was of polished cast 
brass. ‘The front lever was later dis- 
continued as stopping a music box in 
the middle of the tune is a good way 
to ruin the dampers of hair springs 
which are located under the tips of 
all but the highest notes. When 
these dampers are worn, damaged or 
broken o1r the music box wii pro- 
duce a rasping or squeaking noise. 
Like music boxes of all periods some 
were poor specimens while others 
which were pinned with a_ greater 
number of pins, plus unusual ar- 
rangements, really produced music of 
outstanding quality. I have a forte 
piano music box of this period which 
plays eight Rossini and Bellini over- 
tures. The Cylinder is eleven inches 
long and there are over a hundred 
teeth in the comb. This machine is 
breathtaking to hear. The music 
plays to a whisper, then booms out 
the chords. There are long and short 
pins in the cylinder, hence the ex- 
pression. This machine was made by 
Malignon of Geneva aboyt 1840 to 
1845. Three other machines of this 
type in the collection are not forte 
pianos but they are key wind pieces. 
One is a machine made by Metert, 
who originally made music boxes in 
Austria. This specimen has a cyl- 
inder over nine inches long playing 
four tunes two of which are overtures, 
and there are 120 teeth in the comb. 
The teeth are exceptionally - fine. 
This machine has very brilliant mu- 
sic with a bell tone and a wonderful 
arrangement. The other two ma- 
chines of the key wind type are of 
equal size and both were made by 
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Malignon. They have 186 teeth in the 
comp and the cylinder is just over 
uweive inches in length. The one 
plays all Rossini overtures and when 
in motion the base undertones leaves 
one spellbound as twenty to thirty 
notes sometimes play at once, and 
the teeth of the comb rise and fall 
hke a wave rolling into shore. Ma- 
chines with these runs are really 
works of art. Another specimen of 
this type is an eight tune machine 
playing Verdi operas. It was made 
by Nicole Freres. 


Around 1850 the music boxes be- 
gan to change somewhat. Machines 
of larger size were produced, glass 
covers over the works appeared, and 
the lever and crank wind was intro- 
duced. Then later music boxes with 
organs came into being and others 
had bells, drum and castenets at- 
tachments, and later still the harp 
attachment, safety check, tune 
changer, tune indicator, speed regu- 
lator, etc., were invented. Then the 
machines ‘with interchangeable cyl- 
inders of all sizes were invented 
along with unusual specimens with 
dancing dolls, singing birds, flutes, 
etc. During the period between 1850 
and. 1800 the music box developed 
into a glamourous automatic musical 
wonder. 

I will describe some of the unusual 
larger specimens in my collection. 
These pieces were collected because 
they were the finest of their indi- 
vidual type. They have wonderful 
and unusual arrangements of music, 
unusual features of mechanism and 
beautiful cases. In other words they 
have everything. 


A number of years ago I picked up 
a beautiful looking machine with a 
cylinder seventeen and one-quarter 
inches long. The piece was made by 
Mittendorf, and it was one of those 
rare four part-comb specimens. By 
this I mean, the four combs played 
all music and were not short indi- 
vidual combs whose teeth contacted 
the cylinder pins for the purpose of 
working the bells, drum or castenets. 
Very few four part comb music box- 
es were ever made, as the cost of 
such pieces ran high. On this par- 
ticular machine there are three com- 
plete scales for the three combs and 
the fourth comb has a high note 
scale with very short teeth. This 
comb, however, is not located in the 
conventional position to the right of 
the machine but is to the right of 
the deepest base comb and is almost 
in the center of the comb spread. 
Such intricate arrangement of notes 
taxed the skill of the composer but 
to hear it play was his reward. These 
specimens were generally known as 
“Quatour”. I have owned only one 
other music box of this type and that 
had three scales, the highest scale 
being the longest in length, and con- 
sisting of two parts. 


The three-part comb music boxes 
with single or double springs are not 
so rare, aS a great number of these 
were made. Mermod-Freres produc- 
ed many of these music boxes, and 
they date from about 1875. Most of 
these machines were tunea to two 
scales, the left comb being tuned in 
a lower octave. The comb to the right 









was considerable longer and this was 
in two sections. These machines had 
good volume and a fine arrangement 
of music. The teeth were usually 
very fine and long, hence more notes 
in the comb. They were pinned for 
six and eight tunes. These three 
part comb machines were made with 
various arrangements of music such 
as sublime harmonie, sublime har- 
monie tremelo, sublime harmonie oc- 
tavo, sublime harmonie piccolo, etc. 


Music boxes with two-part combs 
with variations were made in larger 
numbers than the three or four-part 
comb pieces. Many of these ma- 
chines were made by Piallard, Mer- 
mod-Freres, S. Troll Fils, and several 
other concerns during the 1870’s to 
1900’s. Although I have seen a few 
early specimens made by Metert that 
dated back to 1840, though these 
machines had a long left comb and a 
very short comb to the right. On 
such machines, the short comb would 
play a few measures then the long 
base comb would cut in. The effect 
is pleasing to the ear. Machines of 
this type were also produced in the 
70’s and 80’s though they were larger 
music boxes and played up to ten 
tunes. These cylinders were gener- 
ally sixteen to eighteen inches long. 
Of course the more tunes produced 
on a music box the further apart are 
the teeth. Actually more music is 
heard on a machine playing four 
tunes than on some of the ten and 
twelve-tune machines with a cylinder 
twice as long. 

The common type of music box had 
but a single comb of one-piece tuned 
to a single scale, though I have had 
a box with a long single comb tuned 
with two complete scales: The high 
notes of each being in the center of 
the comb. One of the finest one- 
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Dancing doll and bell music, made by 
Mittendorf. 

The dolls dance with the music. Dollis 
are of Bisque with inserted eyes, and 
real hair.

piece comb machines I have ever 
heard was made by G. Baker Troll. 
This machine is pinned to play ten 
tunes on a 16% inch cylinder. The 
arrangement of this specimen is tru- 
ly outstanding, and the comb still 
retains its full tone qualities. There 
is much expression and runs are 
frequent. When I purchased this ma- 
chine all the dampers or hair springs 
were gone but even then I knew it 
was a fine piece. The mechanism had 
not been tampered with and _ there 
were no bent or damaged cylinder 
pins. I restored the piece and it is 
now in my collection. The case to 
these works is quite unusual and is 
inlaid with mahogany, rosewood, 
tulip-wood and holly, both top and 
front. The center inlay on cover is 
made up of ebony, pearl and brass 
and the inside of cover and the glass 
frame is mahogany rather than the 
usual black finish. The mechanism 
is nickle plated and there is a harp 
attachment, tune changer, speed re-

gulator, tune indicator, etc. 

One of the most complicated ma- 
chines I ever purchased was a large 
Paillard piece made for the Astor 
family. This machine when new cost 
$3,750.00. The cabinet and table is 
of serpentine rosewood and entirely 
inlaid with brass. It is a beautitul 
looking piece of furniture. The works 
have double springs of large diame- 
ter, a speed regulator, safety check, 
tune changer, tune indicator, tune 
selector, a twenty-four note organ, 
drum, six chased bells, castenets, etc. 
There are five extra cylinders, each 
pinned for eight tunes. The works 
are nickle plated and like new. Evi- 
dently the machine was seldom used 
as the works show no wear. I clean- 
ed the works, cleaned and greased 
the springs, etc. to insure longer 
wear. This machine has a wide ar- 
rangement of tunes including Shu- 
bert Serenade, Tannhauser March, 
hymns, overtures and selections from 
operas. 

Two other large and beautiful 
specimens in the collection are carved 
mahogany cased pieces with extra 
cylinders. These machines have cyl- 
inders seventeen and one-quarter and 
twenty inches in length. The piece 
with the seventeen and one-quarter 
inch cylinders has three extra cyl- 
inders in the sub base drawer. One 
of the cylinders plays all hyms. The 
larger machine has five cylinders 
which are three and three-quarters 
inches in diameter, This machine 
will play more than sixty minutes on 
one winding. 

Another rare and beautiful speci- 
men is a machine made by A. Rivenc. 
This music box is twenty-four inches 
long and has-a case of Hungarian 
walnut root. The corners of the case 
are cut, and the corners as well as 
the top, front and sides and base 
moulding is inlaid with a border of 
tulip wood bound with white holly. 
Even the frame of the glass cover is 
inlaid, this being in floral sprays of 
colored woods. The machine is pin- 
ned to play six tunes. In the front 
of the case theré is a round beveled 
glass in a brass frame and behind 
this in a woodland habitat is a 
feathered bird about three and three 
quarters of an inch long. When the 
works are set in motion the bird 
sings with the music. He opens and 
closes his bill, flaps his wings, turns 
his head, moves his tail and turns 
from side to side. This piece was in 
excellent condition when I obtained 
it and the combs and cylinder pins 
were perfect. It just needed a gen- 
eral overhauling, cleaning, polishing 
and refinishing of the case that all 
music boxes need if one wants to 
put them in the best condition. Many 
people make the mistake of just 
running a music box till it won’t run 
any more. Being mechanical and old 
they need attention just like any 
mechanism. That’s why we find so 
many of these machines beyond the 
restoring stage. People just ran 
them to death. Then when they re- 
fused to run they began to tinker 
‘with them and force the various 
parts till something “let go”. Usu- 
nan that was the end of the music 
Ox. 

Another interesting and rare spe- 
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cimen in the collection is a large ma- 
chine whose music could fill an audi- 
torium. This machine has six cyl- 
inders each seventeen and one-half 
inches long. It plays thirty six tunes 
in all. The piece was made by Mer- 
mod-Freres and is known as_ the 
“Polytype”. Very few of these were 
produced as the cost was high. The 
Polytype was the only music box ev- 
er made that played various arrange- 
ments on the same cylinder. A singie 
cylinder will play each tune in a dif- 
ferent arrangement such as quatour, 
sublime /harmonie, piccolo, tremelo, 
sublime harmonie octavo, mandoline, 
etc. For actual music such a ma- 
chine heads the list of outstanding 
specimens. About every type of 
tune can be heard on this box. It 
plays Stephen Foster favorites, 
hymns, operas, overtures, etc. The 
arrangement and expression of the 
Poet and Peasant overture leaves one 
enthralled. 

Most of the machines in the col- 
lection are of large size. I happen 
to prefer these as richer music and 
better arrangements are generally 
found in the larger specimens. Many 
boxes have the large diameter cylin- 
ders in lengths of sixteen to twenty 
inches. The diameter of these is 
around three and three-quarters of 
an inch. 

Recently I have added two rare 
and beautiful specimens to my col- 
lection. The one machine was made 
by Merwood-Freres and is one of the 
largest machines that they ever 
made. The case is over 45 inches long 
and there are nine cylinders, each of 
which is 24% inches in length and 4 
inches in diameter. The machine 
plays for more than an hour on one 
winding. The selection of tunes is 
hand-picked and includes Christmas 
songs, hymns of all types, folk tunes, 
and an unusual selection of tunes 
from the operas. The depth of tone 
and volume of this machine is tre- 
mendous. This machine was in our 
family for 65 years and it had the 
best of care. All it needed was a 
good cleaning and overhauling. 

The other specimen is a music box 
which is marked into the brass base, 
J. F. Granger, London. This is an 
early key-wind music box of large 
size and ‘was probably made in the 
1840’s. The cylinder is four inches 


in diameter and thirteen inches long, 
and there are 251 teeth in the comb. 
I have never seen such a comb. A 
comb of this length with 186 teeth

is rare but 251 teeth is more than I 
have ever seen in any comb regard- 
less of length. The teeth are so fine 
and close together that a razor blade 
will just about go between them. Na- 
turally the machine, after it was 
properly restored, was breathtaking 
to hear as from twenty to forty 
notes sometimes play in chords at 
once. The tone is so clear, that it 
resembles bells. It plays four airs, 
and these are listed on a polished 
brass plate on the inside cover of the 
box. The arrangement of music on 
this machine is truly magnificent. 

An interesting, small music box, 
playing eight tunes, is one I picked 
up a number of years ago. In addi- 
tion to the musical works there are 
three bells and two dancing dolls. 
The dolls are like’ new, even to their 
dresses trimmed in lace. They have 
long flaxen braids that some little 
girl probably donated. The dolls 
themselves are of bisque with insert- 
ed eyes. 

One of the finest sounding music 
boxes I have ever heard is a speci- 
men made by Bremond, who made 
music boxes of the better type. The 
machine has a cylinder of large 
diameter and fifteen and one-half 
inches long and plays six tunes. It 
won first prize in the Geneva Ex- 
position of 1867. Of the hundreds of 
machines I have handled and count- 
less hundreds I have seen and work- 
ed on I have never heard such a 
specimen. The tone and arrange- 
ment of the music leaves one speech- 
less. Included in the tunes is the 
Blue Danube, Tannhauser March and 
the beautiful Prayer of Moses, by 
Rossini. This latter tune plays 
through the first half of the cylinder 
revolution, then the musie plays in 
sixteenth notes. The base undertones 
and the running up and down the 
scale as notes rise and fall, leaves one 
spellbound. 

Many other interesting specimens, 
too numerous to mention are contain- 
ed in my collection, which I prize 
highly. There are machines with 
three to nine bells, some with drum, 
bells and castenets with enameled 
bees and butterflies which strike the 
bells. Some have just the comb mu- 
sic and organ music. There are var- 
ious other specimens with extra at- 
tachments. 
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Other items include bird boxes in 
gold, solid silver baroque, and jewel 
studded cases, singing birds in cages, 
mechanical musical bisque dolls, etc. 
Also the music boxes of the disc type, 
including the automatics and a Re- 
gina in a serpentine solid mahogany 
case, which is all over hand carved. 
This specimen was built to special 
order. 

I have had in the past unusua! 
musical watches, French and German 
barrel organs with extra cylinders, 
mechanical musical pictures and 
many rare and beautiful oddities. 

It is a thrilling experience to find 
unusual music boxes, especially when 
in original condition.

Not so long ago a film showed 
Chicago as it. was on the eve of the 
Big Fire of 1871. Scene I depicted 
the shopping district of the midwest 
metropolis after a summer shower. 
A handsome barouche draws up near 
a jewelry store, spattering mud from 
the unpaved street over the by- 
standers. The hero, with trousers 
tucked into his knee-high Boots, 
wades out to the barouche and lifts 
the heroine bodily from the vehicle 
across the mud and lands her spot- 
less on the boardwalk beside the 
curb. That was in the era of Boots, 
and per consequence ornamented 
Bootjacks — a time when Boss Shep- 
herd was exiled from Washington for 
the offense of paving its thorough- 
fares. Asphalt on streets, lanes and 
alleys and the multiplication of 
horse cars and later trolleys sounded 
the death knell of high boots. By the 
later Eighties they were generally 
superseded by shoes. 

Boots are nearly as old as civiliza- 
tion, especially in the colder regions. 
The equestrian boot is still with us; 
but for pedestrian purposes the boot 
fitted closely to the foot sometimes 
needed extra help for its removal. 
Hence the bootjack. Primarily an 
article of utility, merely the craving 
for the novelty characteristic of the 
Yankee mind led to the introduction 
of jacks of fanciful design, generally 
made of cast iron. 

The ex-foundryman, retired from 
that line of activity on inheriting the 
parental farm, as a winter diversion, 
may well have been the originator 
of the ornamented bootjack. Having 
had a working drawing made of a 
beetle, for instance, he would go to 
the village foundry where he had 
worked and get his former associates 
to make a pattern and mould from it, 
and to cast the beetle-shaped jack in 
iron, he himself taking part in one of 
the several steps of its manufacture. 
It would be in the nature of an “oc- 
casional piece” made to take up the 
slack of regular business.

The father and grandfather of Mr. 
Marcellin C. Adams, now of Foxburg, 
Pa., ‘were well-known foundrymen in 
nineteenth century Pittsburgh. One 
or other of them operated the Pitts- 
burgh Novelty Works until it burned 
down in 1880. Mr. M. C. Adams re- 
lates that ornamented Bootjacks were 
made in it, but believes that the suc- 
cessor plant, the S. Jarvis Adams 
Foundry, discontinued that line of 
products. Some of the Novelty 
Work’ jacks are known to be still in 
existence. Mr. Adams hazards the 
estimate of the cost of an ornament- 
= Bootjack mould at about $75.00 or 
ess. 

The Historical Society of Western 
Pennsylvania in 1948 put on display 
the first known museum loan-exhibit 
of Bootjacks ever held in this coun- 
try. Mr. Charles F. Chubb, Presi- 
dent of the Dollar Savings Bank, 
Pittsburgh, and Mr. Charles H. 
Frantz, of Warren, Pa., were the ex- 
hibitors. Their efforts in collecting 
have persisted over a good many 
years and have carried them from 
Maine to Illinois. Together their dif- 
ferent specimens total 135. Most of 
them have no maker’s name on them 
or other locality identifications. 

Mr. Chubb notes, however, a jack 
marked “Pat. Oct. 7, 1873” by C. 
Parker and the same jack made by 
“Horn & Bro.” — one marked “Pitz 
Foundry, Brooklyn” — one, “Web- 
ster Bros. & Co-, Reading,” and one, 
strange to say, stamped “Rue de la 
Fidelite Paris” — one marked “Al- 
lith, made in U. S. A.” — one mark- 


ed “Use Mussellman’s Boot Jack Plug 


Tobacco” — one “Downs & Co.” — 
and finally “The American Bull Dog 
Boot Jack” -- crossed pistols. He 


adds that he has 50 different iron de- 
signs; 10 different beetles; 2 Lyres; 
15 wood jacks; 1 brass beetle; 1 brass 
“try me”; and several different iron 
women. 

Mrs. G. W. Ferrin, of Vermont, in 
1937, found a Bootjack marked “D. 
Kidder, Rumney, N. H-” — she lo- 
cated a D. Kidder born 1830, whose 





daughter, Mrs. A. K. Blanchard of 
Rumney, said her father had patented 
17 devices of iron that he had been 
in the First Vermont Volunteer Re- 
giment in the Civil War and kept at 
work till his 80th year.

makeup, respectively. 

There have been racial types of 
comics, too, but these have about 
passed out of the picture. The Dutch 
comic type was for many years the 
typical comedian of aerial bar acts, 
and Jewish comic characters had their 
inning, Herman Joseph being one of 
the most successful and best known. 
He retired from the profession 20 
years ago. 

In addition to appearing in the 
arena and on the hippodrome track 
in clown numbers, comedians of the 
circus have played other important 
parts in the circus. Clowns like the 
late Milt Taylor were employed to 
stand at the circus connection or en- 
trance to the big top from the mena- 
gerie, to shake hands with children. 
And so-called comein clowns have long 
been circus fixtures. These have been 
female impersonators or rube clowns, 
who entertained the early arrivals, by 
their antics before the show started. 

Clowns have also taken parts in 
various types of acts. For example, 
the noted Poodles Hanneford, intro- 
duced a type of comic character in 
bareback riding acts, which has been 
widely copied. Hanneford wears bag- 
gy clothes, red wig, a minimum of 
facial makeup, and an ever present 
coonskin overcoat. 

There have been comedians on the 
aerial bars, in flying return acts, on 
the trampoline, comedy acrobatic acts, 
and comedians on the tight and slack 
wires. In fact, there are few of the 
standard circus acts which have not 
been burlesqued in some form or other 
by comedians. 

And when the roll of the circus 
world’s outstanding performers is 
called, the names of several clowns 
are near the top of the list.

Minister Talks On Bells 


A news item in the St. Augustine, 
Fla., Record tells of an informative 
talk on bells that the Rev. W. How- 
ard Lee gave recently before the St. 
Augustine Kiwanias Club. - 

Taking the unusual subject of 
“Bells”, the minister of the Memorial 
Presbyterian Church of St. Augus- 
tine, traced their early use to the 
fifth century, their various types of 
manufacture through the centuries, 
and gave a description of some of the 
world’s most noted ones. 

Mr. Lee said that, in the early 
days, bell casters plied their trade 
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by making the bells on or near the 
place of their use. In those early 
days the bells were not cast in one 
piece, but the two sides were made 
and then riveted together. Later, as 
the bell makers took more pride in 
their craft, they were moulded in one 
piece and different blends of metal 
employed for better tonal quality. 
The largest bell ever to be made was 
in Russia, it weighed 180 tons, but 
because of a flaw was never used as 
a bell. It was so large that one of 
the Czars of Russia finally converted 
it into a chapel, The largest bell now 
in use is in Moscow, and weighs 128 
tons. 

Many other facts about bells, and 
their use as chimes and carillons, 
were discussed by the speaker. 

The history of bells has long been 
a subject of deep interest to min- 
isters, not alone for the significance 
of their tones, but for the part also 
that they have played in the history 
of religions.

He added another in Paris 
and after he had bought a third one 
in Quebec, word circulated that he 
was a bell collector. 

Since then he hasn’t paid for a 
single chime and has received more 
than 300 bells as gifts from friends, 
relatives and strangers throughout 
the world.

CLOCKS

The motions of the heavenly bodies 
doubtless suggested the practice of 
measuring time—of dividing it into 
years, days, and hours. From the 
earliest period, the space which 
elapsed between sunrise and sunset 
has been called a day, and that from 
sunset to sunrise a night. At a later 
period the day and night were divid- 
ed into twenty-four equal parts, cal- 
led hours, an hour into sixty equal 
parts, called minutes, and a minute 
into sixty equal parts, called seconds. 

The sun-dial was one of the earli- 
est inventions used for measuring 
time. It is supposed to have origi- 
nated with the Babylonians. Greek 
historians affirm that the Greeks re- 
ceived from them the dial, the gno- 
mon, and the division of the day into 
twelve parts. The first mention in 
the Scriptures of the hour is made by 
the prophet Daniel. (iii. 6.) Though 
the dial was used early by the Egyp- 
tians, yet there are no indications in 
their sculptures to show the epoch 
when it was first known in Egypv. 
The earliest clear reference to the 
dial is in the second book of Kings, 
xx. 11: “The prophet cried unto the 
Lord, and he brought the shadow ten 
degrees backward, by which it had 
gone down in the dial of Ahaz.” This 
miracle is said to have occurred in 
the reign of Hezekiah, the son of

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Ahaz, and his successor. It was cal- 
led the dial of Ahaz; he had been in 
alliance with the king of Assyria, and 
had communication with the princes 
of Babylon. He was a man of pro- 
gressive ideas, and ready to adopt 
foreign improvements. The dial, in 
the mode of its construction, was un- 
doubtedly imported from Babylon. 
It was probably only an object of 
curious recreation for the king, or 
served at most to regulate the occu- 
pations of the royal household. There 
is no mention in the Scriptures of 
any instrument for keeping time be- 
fore this dial of Ahaz, seven hundred 
years before the Christian era. 

The pieces of mechanism used to 
measure time, and kept in motion by 
gravity through the medium of 
weights, or by the elastic force of a 
spring, are called time pieces, or 
clocks. The term time piece is ap- 
pled to an instrument intended mere- 
ly to mark the time without striking 
the hour; a clock, besides showing 
the time, strikes every hour on a bell 
or a spring. 

The first author who speaks of a 
clock appears to be Dante, who 
wrote in the latter part of the thir- 
teenth century. He says, as rendered 
by Cary, “as wheels, that wind their 
circles in the horologe,” implying 
his knowledge of a clock of some 
kind. Striking clocks are said to 
have been invented at Padua, Italy, 
and that which now exists in the 
tower in the Piazza de’ Signori, is 
claimed as the contrivance of Gicomo 
Dondi. It was erected in the year 
1344. Besides the four and twenty 
hours, it tells the course of the sun 
and the aspects and phases of the 
moon. Dondi obtained such celebrity 
for his performance that he acquired 
the surname of Horologio. It passed 
to his descendants, and the family 
of “Dondi dell’ Orologio” still flour- 
ishes. The exact period when clocks 
were first known in England is un- 
certain. Early in the fourteenth cen- 
tury a wonderful clock was produced 
by the abbot of St. Albans, which is 
referred to as the oldest one known 
in England. A German artist named 
Henri de Vic, or Henry de Wick, put 
up a large clock in the palace of 
Charles V of France. Very old and

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curious clocks are found in different 
cities of Europe, which have been 
noticed by travelers and writers for 
centuries. Strasburg has a famous 
clock made in the year 1571. At the 
hour of twelve the clockwork puts 
in motion many puppets and images 
There is a clock tower in the square 
of St. Mark, Venice; in the centre of 
it is the dial of a very old clock 
which is resplendent with gold and 
azure, the sun travelling around the 
zodiacal signs which decorate it, and 
marking the time of twice twelve 
hours. On the top of the tower are 
two large figures of bronze, called 
by the Venetians, Moors, who, with 
large hammers, beat the hours upon 
the bell. They. strike the hours twice, 
the second set of strokes being at an 
interval of five minutes from the 
first. A story of the last century, 
current in Venice, charges one of 
these bronze men with murder, by 
knocking off the parapet an unfortu- 
nate workman who stood within the 
swing of the hammer. The city of 
Berne, in Switzerland, has an old 
clock tower, built nearly eight hun- 
dred years since. Its comic clock- 
work puppets are objects of wonder 
to an admiring crowd of obcervers. 
A minute before the hour strikes, a 
wooden cock appears, crows twice, 
and flaps his wings; then, while a 
puppet strikes the hour on a bell, a 
procession of bears comes out and 
passes in front of a figure on a 
throne, who marks the hour by gap- 
ing and by lowering his sceptre. In

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the year 1382 the town of Courtray, 
in Belgium, was burned by order of 
the king of France. Before the town 
was set on fire, Froissart says, “The 
Duke of Burgundy had taken down 
a curious clock which struck the 
hours, the handsomest that was to 
be seen on either side of the sea, 
which he had caused to be packed 
up and placed on carts, with its bell, 
and carried to Diijon, where it was. 
placed, and there strikes the hours 
day and night.” 

The middle of the fourteenth cen- 
tury may be regarded as about the 
time which affords the first clear 
evidence of the existence of what 
would be now called a clock, or re- 
gulated horological machine. It is 
not an invention so ancient as some 
have supposed, nor is it altogether 
the invention of the two last cen- 
turies. If, as a complete machine, it 
had an inventor, he is not certainly 
known. Ferdinand Berthoud, who has 
written voluminously on the subject 
of clockwork, concludes his research- 
es with the opinion that a clock, such 
as that put up by Henry de Wick, 
is not the invention of one man, but 
2 combination of successive inven- 
tions, each worthy of a separate con- 
triver. “Thus (1), wheelwork was 
known and applied in the time of 
Archimedes; (2) a weight being ap- 
plied as a maintaining power would 
in all probability have at first a fly, 
similar to that of a kitchen-jack, to 
regulate the velocity; (8) the ratchet- 
wheel and click for winding up the 
weight, without detaching the teeth 
of the great or majn wheel from 
those of the pinion in which they 
were engaged, would soon be found 
an indispensable contrivance; (4) the 
regulation by a fly being subject to 
great changes from variations in the 
atmosphere, and the tendency of a 
falling body to accelerate its motion, 
would necessarily give rise to the 
alternating motion of the balance, 
with which invention an escapement 
of some kind must have been coup- 
led; (5) the last-mentioned two in- 
ventions are most important ones, 
and would have induced such a de- 
gree of equality in the motion of the 
wheelwork as would lead the way to 
a dial-plate, and its necessary adjunct, 
a hand or pointer; lastly, the striking 
part, to proclaim. at a distance, with- 
out the aid of a person to watch, the 
hour that was indicated, completed 
the list of inventions.” It is sup-

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posed that the clock of Henry de 
Wick was constructed by combining 
the successive inventions of differ- 
ent persons. And so the clocks of the 
modern times have been brought to 
their present degree of perfection 
by a series of inventions and im- 
provements on what may now be 
called the rude clocks of the four- 
teenth and fifteenth centuries. 

About the middle of the sixteenth 
century clocks were reduced in form 
so as to be easily transported from 
place to place. Before _ portable 
clocks were made, a main-spring, as 
the moving power, was_ probably 
substituted for weights. About a 
century later the long-pendulum 
clock was made. The honor of origi- 
nating the pendulum clock is claimed 
for different individuals. 

In the year 1639 Galileo Galilei 
published his observation on the pen- 
dulum in Paris: though it is said he 
never applied the pendulum as a re- 
gulator to supersede the balance in 
clocks, yet his discovery doubtless 
led to its use. In the year 1641 Rich- 
ard Harris, a London artist, applied 
the principle discovered by the 
French philosopher, and is supposed 
to have made the first pendulum 
clock. The English have continued 
to make improvements in clocks, and 
are able to produce the very best 
specimens of work. The French also 
continue to the present time to make 
great numbers of clocks; they are 
not expensive, but serviceable, and 
externally neatly finished, and some- 
times highly ornamented. The Eng- 
lish generally make their clocks by 
hand; the movements of French 
clocks are made by machinery. 

It is due to the skill and enterprise 
of Connecticut clock-makers that 
good, serviceable clocks are made at 
such a low price that every family 
can afford to be the owner of a 
timepiece. Nearly all the clocks used 
in this country have been made in 
the State of Connecticut, and the 
manufacturers export them in large 
numbers to almost all foreign coun- 
ties. Towxrds the close of the last 
century, Eli Terry established him- 
self in the town of Plymouth, Litch- 
field County, Conn., and commenced 
making the old-fashioned hang-up 
wooden clocks. At this time the 
wheels and teeth were cut by hand, 
— first marked out with square and 
compass, and then sawed with a fine 
saw. The movements of these clocks 
were sold for about twenty-five dol- 
lars each. In the year 1807 Mr. 
Terry commenced making ‘wooden 
clocks by machinery. About the

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same time Mr. Riley Whiting, a gen- 
tleman of scientific education, and 
of great business capacity, establish- 
ed the manufacture of clocks at 
Winchester (now Winsted), Conn., 
and conducted the business there till 
1835, when he died. Mr. Whiting 
made numerous improvements in 
clocks and clock cases, and became 
the most importan: clock manufac- 
turer of his time, in this country. 
In less than five years the competi- 
tion in clock-making was so great 
that the price of the movements for 
a single clock was reduced to five 
dollars. The greatest revolution in 
clock-making in Connecticut was the 
introduction of the one-day brass 
clock, an invention of Mr. Chauncey 
Jerome. The parts of this clock are 
made by machinery, so that cases 
can be sold at fifty cents each; and 
the brass wheels, which are stamped 
from plates, are made so rapidly 
that the cost of the movements for 
each clock is less than fifty cents; 
so that the one-day brass clocks can 
be sold for from one and a half to 
two dollars each. The rapidity with 
which the clock movements are made 
is apparent when we consider that 
three men can take the brass in 
sheets, press out and level under the 
drop, then cut the teeth, and make 
all the wheels for five hundred clocks 
in one day. The facilities for mak- 
ing cases are such that the labor on 
the case of an O. G. clock costs less 
than twenty cents, while a cabinet- 
maker could not manufacture ne for 
less than five dollars. The dials are 
cut from sheets of zinc, painted, and 
lettered at a cost of less than five 
cents each; the painting of the tab- 
lets, the glass, and work cost almost 
five cents each. Thus the millions, 
in all countries, may easily supply 
themselves with this almost in- 
dispensable article of household fur- 
niture. 

In the year 1842 a consignment of 
Connecticut brass clocks was sent to 
England by Mr. C. Jerome. From 
that time, it is not too much to say 
that millions of them have been sent 
to Europe, Asia, South America, 
Australia, China, and the islands of 
the sea. 


The largest establishments for 
clock-making are found in New 
Haven, Waterbury, Plymouth and 


Bristol, Conn. In these places half a 
million of clocks are manufactured 
annually.

With the ad- 
vent of the war, this son was transfer- 
red to the naval air corps, and the 
younger son joined the navy, serving 
as an armed Guard on troop trans- 
ports and tankers.

Michigan Educator Collects 


Equine Lore and 
Justin Morgans 


Many people collect paintings, 
prints, bronzes, statues, and minia- 
tures of horses, but only a few have 
the room to collect real horses along 
with pictures and curios of the horse. 
Dr. Alexander G. Ruthven, president 
of the University of Michigan, does. 
His specialty is the famoys Morgan 
Horse. Dr. Ruthven tells about the 
Morgan Horse, its characteristics and 
beginning in the following paragraphs. 

“The choice of a hobby is usually 
determined by the habitudes and ap- 
titudes, and even idiosyncrasies, of 
the individual. If you do not have 
a hobby do not laugh at the stamp 
collector, the bug collector, or the ama- 
teur golfer or gardener; the chances 
are he is pitying you. 

“When people ask me why I have 
horses as a hobby my reply is usually 
—I am just doing what comes nat- 
urally. I am the next to the last of 
a long family line of horse lovers. 
My interest in the Morgan Horse, 
however, requires a more elaborate 
explanation. By training I am a 
biologist, a school teacher,+and a stu- 
dent of conservation, and these ac- 
quired characteristics have long given 
me a particular interest in this animal. 

“In 1790 a schoolmaster in Vermont 
journeyed down to Springfield, Massa- 
chusetts, to collect a debt. He needed 
the money for, like most school teach- 
ers, he was hard up. Unfortunately, 
as he thought at the time, or fortu- 
nately, as it later proved to be, the 
man in his debt had no cash and was 
compelled to give credit for a spark- 
ling and, as he was described, a ‘cur- 
ous’ little colt, destined to make his 
»wner famous. 


“The schoolmaster, Justin Morgan, 
returned to his home where the colt 
attracted much attention. He was 
evidently to develop into a small horse 
but one of great beauty and strength. 
His early promise was fulfilled. As 
he matured he became astonishingly 
strong and fleet, exhibited a good dis- 
position, unusual intelligence, courage, 
and spirit, great powers of endurance, 
and a prepotency which carried his 
excellence through all future genera- 
tions.of his descendants. 

“He was known as the Big Little 
Horse and was first given the name 
of Figure. After the death of his 
owner he was named Justin Morgan. 
He was a small horse, about 14 hands 
high, and weighed less than 1,000 
pounds. He had a short back, small 
erect ears, short stout legs, and a 
broad forehead. He died of an injury 
in 1821 at the age of 32. 

“In 1921 a bronze statue was erected 
in his honor and-in 1939 he was 
memorialized by action-of the Vermont 
Legislature, the conclusion of which 
reads: ‘Vermont is famous for men, 
women, maple sugar and Morgan 
Horses. The first are strong, the 
latter fleet. The second and third are 
exceedingly sweet and all are uncom- 
monly hard to beat.’ 

“The Morgan breed displays the 
characteristics of the progenitor—the 
“curious’ colt of Mr. Morgan. The 
short back is the result of the loss of 
a dorsal vertebra. The Morgan shares 
this biological feature with the Ara- 
bian, these two breeds being the only 
ones with this characteristic. I¢ dif- 
fers from the Arab in having more 
bone and more sturdy legs. 

“For many years during its early 
history this horse was a popular breed. 
It was truly a general purpose horse, 
being a reliable farm animal, a good 
roadster, and an excellent saddler. 
During the Civil War it was a very 


popular cavalry horse, and has con- 
tributed valuable characteristics to 
such artificial breeds as the Kentucky 
Saddle Horse, and the Standard Bred 
horses, namely the Trotters and 
Pacers. As often happens with do- 
mestic breeds, the Morgan was neg- 
lected after a time for other varieties, 
but before it was lost the United 
States Government and a number of 
fanciers rescued it. It is now increas- 
ing in popularity and the blood lines 
are carefully recorded in a National 
Register. It may be said to be the 
only American breed of horses. 


“Only one who loves horses can 
understand the pleasure to be derived 
from association with the Morgan. 
The slogan of the Morgan enthusiasts 
is: ‘To Know A Morgan Is To Love A 
Morgan.’ In intelligence these ani- 
mals are more like dogs than like 
other horses. They are affectionate 
and tractable but at the same time 
animated and beautiful animals. 


“The expression often heard that 
all horsemen are liars is a calumny. 
It must be admitted, however, that 
most of them are imaginative and 
proudly prejudiced. This is no less 
true of »Morgan fanciers than of 
others. It is best illustrated by the 
explanations that have been concocted 
of the origin of Justin Morgan. They 
are attempts to give him an aristo- 
cratie ancestry which he does not need. 
There is no reliable evidence that he 
was an off-shoot of Arabian or Thor- 
oughbred crosses. The best explana- 
tion of his sudden appearance is that 
he represented a mutation or, as it is 
more popularly known, a sport. The 
supporting evidence for this view is 
his prepotency and striking biological 
characteristics. However, as is true

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Queen Elizabeth’s 
Silver Cup 


From THE GROWING WORLD, 1880 
This costly example of olden taste, 
is in the possession of Colonel Gwat- 
kin, whose mother (a niece of Sir 
Joshua Reynoids,) obtained it from 
her sister, who married the Marquis 
of Thomond, in whose family it has 
been preserved for a long period of 
time. The cup is of silver gilt; the 
rim around the cover is engraved 
with an arabesque, and bears traces 
of colored enamels and stones which 
have decorated the leaves and flow- 
ers of which it consists. This is the 
only. piece of engraved work upon the 
cup, for the cover, sides, and knob 
are completely covered with precious 
stones, many hundreds in number, 
secured in separate cells, and ranged 
closely together in rows entirely 
round the vessel. These stones are 
amethysts of various tints; the in- 
tersectures of the setting of each be- 
ing filled with turquoises, which are, 
in some instances as minute as seed 
pearls, to allow every part of the cup 
to be encrusted with precious stones. 
The knob on the top of the cover, 
and the three upon which it stands, 
are similarly covered with jewels. 
Those which form the feet unscrew, 
a hollow tube affixed to the bottom 
of the cup passes partially through 
each, and a screw, the head of which 
contains an amethyst, fits into this 
tube from beneath, and completely 
conceals the mode of securing them. 
A false bottom of thin silver is held 
on by these screws, and covers a 
cipher; the letters being “E. R.,” 
conjoined in a scroll, characteristic 
of the reign of the sovereign whose 
ownership has thus been carefully 
stamped upon it. 

The weight of the cup is consider- 
able; it holds about half a pint. It 
exhibits more barbaric magnificence 
than real taste; yet is characteristic 
of the time in which it was made. 

In the reign of Elizabeth, a super- 
stitious belief in the hidden virtues 
of precious stones was_ current, 
which gave them a value independent 
of their rarity and beauty. The ame- 
thyst in particular, was believed to 
possess the power of repelling in- 
toxication, and it, therefore, became 
a fitting incrustation for the cup of 
a female sovereign; hence, this gift 
was liberally decorated ‘with so val- 
ued a stone. 

The belief in the medical and ma- 
gical virtues of precsous stones, was 
a doctrine much inculcated by the 
Arabian naturalists, who believed 
that the amethyst prevented inebria- 
tion, and the turquoise strengthened 
the eyes and was a remedy against 
passion; and it was from the East 
that we obtained our belief in their 
hidden efficacy. During the time of 
Elizabeth, it is not likely that much 
faith was placed in such mysticism; 
but the affectation which character- 
ized her court, might have induced 
the maker of this cup to resort to 
the quaint conceit of an older faith 
to render his work the more accept- 
able.

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The Growth of a Doll Family

When I was four years old a love- 
ly bisque “lady” doll was given to 
me by a-kind friend—with instruc- 
tions to always care for her. She be- 
came number one in my doll family, 
but I little thought she would be No. 

in a family of over 800 dolls. 
“Helen” (‘which she was named) was 
loved and cared for many years and 
became one of a group of dolls ac- 
cumulated in childhood. Helen became 
through the years the stately lady 
she is to day. She has large brown 
eyes, pierced ears, quantities of 
blonde hair with a “switch” made in- 
to a coil on top of her pompadour 
hair a real “lady-like” figure 
and mature face. 

Two 
doll, Nettie Mae, was added to my 
playthings . this, a Christmas 
gift from the doctor who was caring 
for me. I had been in bed for many 
‘ weeks with a broken leg. She too, 
was well cared for. She still wears 
her original tan linen dress—with 
eyelet embroidery trim. 

My mother later entrusted her 
china doll to my care. She is a love- 
ly black haired china with exposed 
ears.

ways been glad to own. Then, the 
new world of antique dolls dawned 
on my consciousness (which field has 
such a vast variety) and many types 
were added to my collection. 

I could spend hours trying to de- 
cide which I like best — but who ever 
can make this decision? French 
dolls — Parians — chinas perhaps it 
would be one of these. The quest of 
these dolls unfolded so many good 
things — friends, trips, excitement 
and happiness spread well over the 
collecting years .... as well as to 
enlighten my days through a creat 
sorrow. 

The French dolls have greatly ap- 
pealed to me — I love their expres- 
sive eyes. I have one grim looking 
one — with leveled grey eyes, nar- 
rowed in hate and scorn, a small, 
straight, tight mouth, — she’s beau- 
tiful, but wicked. Another French 
doll they say looks like me. Some are 
in their exquisitely made original 
costumes.

elaborate hair styles . . . . chinas, 
wax, papier mache and wooden dolls 
in a variety known best to those who 
are collectors. 

Search for old fabrics, laces and 
ribbons for costuming the dolls was 
almost a hobby in itself... . but 
an added joy to every trip. To you, 
the collector, it is so many things— 
the beauty or rarity of a doll—the 
occasion on which you found the ma- 
terial for a certain costume. . 
the quaint shop where you found the 
variety of trimmings. It is reminders 
of friends, places, hours of work and 
planning, the strange sense of 'won- 
derment concerning the people who 
once owned and played with these 
dolls long, long ago... . it’s the 
sense of things and places they’ve 
seen. It is the collections you have 
viewed from coast to coast — the 
transactions, disappointments and 
more frequent elations. Of course, 
sometimes too, you remember your 
aching feet and depleted bank ac- 
couat . . but not too ruefully .. 
feet get rested and dolls shine out in 
your cases. 

One of the very pleasant aspects of 
achieving my collection has been the 
enthusiastic and understanding co- 
operation of dealers and friends who 
have brought to my notice the dolls 
available. Only once, in all the years 
of accumulating dolls, fabrics and 
miniatures have I received what I 
considered unfair treatment, which 
surely is an indication of the many 
fine dealers in this country.

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Buttons of Early Days and Several Nations 


In the ‘Christian Science Monitor,” 
August 27, . 

Button seeking is one lesser aspect 
of the antique game that pays. Col- 
lecting always is in a way its own 
sufficient reward. Usually that is 
enough, but buttons really are useful. 
There appears to be no more reason 
why art and antiquity should not be 
combined in the buttons that adorn 
a woman’s gown and cloak, than that 
those attributes should determine the 
choice of furniture, china or tapes- 
tries. 

Our maternal ancestors had button 
strings for utilitarian reasons. Our 
mothers and grandmothers usually 
had “button boxes.” The antique 
hunter today can, if she will, accum- 
ulate a real exhibit of interesting and 
beautiful buttons — artistic, some- 
times rare and valuable but in ad- 
dition, they will still be buttons, 
serving consecutive users repeatedly 
as decorations and fasteners. 

There are periods in them, as in 
furniture, and an endless variety still 
to be had. Some -noted and costly 
collections are on record, but there 
need be no great outlay of money in 
the gradual massing of charming sets 
which will give the same pleasure of 
achievement as other old and curious 
things, and yet serve a distinct pur- 
pose. 

Range From Gold to Dried Potatoes 

With five or six centuries of his- 
tory, and so many made in Europe to 
endure, the searcher today can find 
numbers of them. They are of almost 
every substantial material — gold, 
silver, wood, tortoise shell, amber, 
ivory, bone, horn, brass, copper, pew- 
ter, glass, china, nuts, shell, sea- 
weed, and even dried potatoes. Piers 
Ploughman as far back as 1377, men- 
tions a knife with “buttons ouer- 
gylte” (over-gilt), although that far 
back they were purely ornamental. 
It was only in the fifteenth century 
that they commenced to be useful as 
well as decorative. In China, but- 
tons of varying materials came to be 
worn on the hat as signs of rank. 

In one small collection, gathered 
chiefly in France, there-are examples 
from many of its provinces, a num- 
ber from Germany and Italy, as well 
as some that are difficult to identify. 
Taking this little accumulation as an 
instance, it is easy to show the charm 
of this chase and to prove it worth 
while. Utility isn’t necessarily a good 
sole reason for such an adventure 
but it does not detract from. the fun. 
When extremely attractive, modern 
buttons often are costly, for they run 
in fashions and their life is short. 

The antique kind, picked with care 
from a modest collection, can go far 
to tone up an otherwise mediocre 


costume. They can appear and reap- 
pear. Five or six of a set may be 
the distinguishing points on a 
best coat this year. Two members 
of the same button family may be 
shoe buckles for evening wear next 
year. They may decorate hats or, be- 
tween times, decorate the mantel- 
piece. 
Silver Seen in Many Styles 

At the various street fairs in 
France silver buttons seem to be the 
most common. They are often sold by 
weight with utter disregard for ar- 
tistic value or usefulness. Recently 
nine conical ones of silver were ad- 
ded to the collections mentioned, at 
about four cents each. They measure 
an inch at the base and are beauti- 
fully graven. 

At the same fair the seeker was 
further enriched by a set made of 
carved silver. There were five of 
them measuring about 1% inches 
across. Evidently they were intended 
for some special costume, for they 
were displayed in a case made to fit 
them. They were sold with alacrity 
by a small dealer as they were Eng- 
lish and lacked the ‘controle’ mark 
required by the French Government 
on all silver sold in France. 

Extremely effective, although elab- 
orate in design are two big speci- 
mens ‘in filigree silver, found in Brit- 
tany. They were used to adorn the 
rapidly disappearing “costume du 
pays.” There is also a pin made of 
a matching button to secure the 
white “coiffe.” 

Under Louis XV there appeared a 
strong Oriental influence in France. 
It showed itself in teakwood furni- 
ture, in lacquered boxes, in heavily 
embroidered robes. Doubtless pro- 
duced in this epoch were six large 
copper buttons two inches across. 
They were formerly lacquered black 
but that has worn off at the edges, 
giving a glimpse of copper polished 
by many buttonholes. There stand 
out on them in relief Japanese ladies 
in colored stucco. The old lady in the 
shop guaranteed them as “de l’epo- 
que,” but she parted with them for 
20 francs, at that time about $1.50. 
Miniatures Appear on a Chinese Set 

Many odd designs in tortoise shell, 
set with gold, are noticed, but rarely 
nine of a kind such as this little 
hoard boasts. They are about an 
inch in diameter and are inlaid with 
a graceful stork in brass, mother of 
pearl and silver. These probaly are 
not really antique, but old enough to 
be interesting. : 

Another little set of tortoise shell 
is mounted in the center with tiny 
miniatures. There are six big and 
six little ones, reminiscent of the 
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time of Madame de Pompadour when 
a veritable furore for miniatures 
swept over France. Whether of this 
epoch or old copies it is difficult to 
find out. 

During the collapse of the mark, in 
Germany, a dozen beautifully cut- 
silver specimens were picked up. 
They resemble small wheels with 
rather sharply cut facets like cut 
steel. The old antiquary answered the 
inquiry as to age with one word, 
“Grossmutter.” Whether of his 
grandmother’s time or that of the 
collector’s remains unknown. There 
also they were sold by weight. 

In the same town were bought a 
pair of beautifully cut Baltic Sea 
amber buttons. They measure an 
inch across and are mounted in gold, 
to be used as cuff buttons in the old 
stiff, detachable cuffs. 

The writer likes to think of four 
copper and enamel buttons which she 
owns as dating back to the seven- 
teenth century. They are an inch and 
a half ‘wide, the centers of blue and 
white enamel with traces of gold, and 
are most effective in color. 

Such an artistic collection makes 
the dictionary definition, “A knob or 
disc of bone or metal by which one 
part of a garment can be fastened 
to another,” quite too prosaic as an 
expression of what these intimate 
bits of personal adornment mean to 
her who has assembled them. —

Improved Methods of Lifting 
Vessels Over Shoals 


I claim as my invention and 
desire to secure by letters patent, is the 
combination of expansible buoyant 
chambers, placed at the sides of a vessel 
with the main shaft or shafts C, by 
means of the sliding spars or shafts D 
which press down through the bouyant 
chambers and are made fast to their 
buttoms and the series of ropes and 
pulleys, or their equivalents in such a 
manner that by turning the main shaft 
or shafts in one direction, the buoyant 
chambers will be forced downwards into 
the water, and at the same time ex- 
panded and filled with air for buoying 
up the vessel by the displacement of 
water, and by turning the shaft in an 
opposite direction, the buoyant chambers 
will be contracted into a small space, 
and secured against injury.

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CHARMS AND 
SUPERSTITIONS 
By D. TUDOR HARRELL

brain, 
Such as the maid of Yezd and Shiraz

The practice of medicine long be- 
fore and after the time of Queen 
Elizabeth was all mixed up with 
superstition, charms and magic sym- 
bols. Alchemists sought for two 
things, the elixir of life, and the 
stone which would change metal int» 
gold or silver. 

People wore charmed rings, caba- 
listic signs, or a little hallowed wax 
for counteracting enchantments, pre- 
serving men in battle or for the pre- 
vention or,cure of diseases. 

Amulets were usually of gold or 
silver stamped under an appropriate 
and selected constellation of the 
planets. In a collection entitled “Syl- 
va or the Wood”, 1786, are found 
several instances of rustic charms, 
such as wearing a sprig of elder in 
the breeches pocket tq prevent losing 
leather in riding. 

“How alder-stick in pocket carried, 

By horsemen who on highway feared, 

His breech should nere be gall’d nor 

wearied, 
Although he rid on trotting horse. 
Richard Flecknoe’s Diarium—1658. 

Horses which have killed men in 
their lifetime, are said to reappear 
headless, and in Queen Elizabeth’s 
day, people spoke of a spectre which 
appeared in the parish of Leigh, Eng- 
land, whom they called “Old Coles.” 
He was said to have appeared in the 
dead of night, riding swift as the 
wind down the public road called 
Leigh Walk, in a coach and four, with 
fire streaming from their nostrils. 
The ride ended by their dashing over 
an immense barn and disappearing 
into the river. 

Coles in his Art of Simpling says: 
“It is said that if a handful of smart 
be put under the saddle, upon a tired 
horse’s back, it will make him tra- 
vaile fresh and lustily; and if a foot- 
man take mugwort and put it in his 
shoes in the morning, he may go 40 
miles before noon and not be weary.” 

Brand, in his description of Orkney, 
tells of an old Druid Custom saying 
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that when beasts are sick they 
sprinkle them with water made up 
which they call “fore-spoken” water. 
When disease strikes animals they 
force fire with a wheel and burn 
juniper in the stalls to purify the air, 
then boil juniper in the water. When 
this is done, the fires are rekindled in 
the houses from the wheel-fire. 

Jockeys and roustabouts, thought 
their horses could not possibly win if 
their charm-bags were lost or stolen. 
Rev. George Ashby says “My Aunt 
Freeman had a very high opinion of 
a baked toad in a silk bag hung 
around her. neck.” These bags con- 
tained anything from a lock of hair, 
a pinch of dirt from graveyard, par- 
ings of the big toe nail, rusty coffin 
nails, the red foot of a jaybird, to a 
little ball of garlick. 

Bootes, the ox-driver, according to 
an ancient myth invented the plough 
to which he yoked two oxen. When 
he died he was taken to heaven to- 
gether with his ox and plough, and 
became a constellation, which Homer 
called “The Wagoner.” 

In Europe the horse and the horse’s 
head were sacred to Woden. Camden 
in his Ancient and Modern Manners of 
the Irish says: “If they never give 
fire out of their houses to their 


neighbors, they fancy their horses 


will live longer and be more healthy. 
If the owners of horses eat eggs, 
they must always eat an even num- 
ber, otherwise some mischief will be- 
fall the horses. Grooms are not al- 
lowed to eat eggs, and the riders are 
obliged to wash their hands after 
eating them. When a horse dies his 
feet and legs are hung up in the 
house, and even the hoofs are ac- 
counted sacred. It is not allowable 
to praise the horse or any other ani- 
mal unless you say “God save him; or 
spit upon him.” 

The horse-tail when severed from 
the body was used as a distinction of 
rank or standard. 

“The tall, sallow guardsmen, their 
horsetails have spread, 

Flaming out in their violet, yellow 
and red. 

; Whittier. 

In Turkey the Sultan is preceded 
by seven horsetails, and the Grand 
Vizier by five. 

If any mischief befalls a horse af- 
ter he has been commended, the of- 
fender is sought out and made to 
whisper the Lord’s Prayer in the 
animal’s right ear. 


In the 17th century it was custo- 
mary in the northern part of Eng- 
land to remove a shoe from every 
nobleman’s horse that passed with 
his lord, holding it for certain piece 
of money. Charles II, after the bat- 
tle of Worcester in 1651, was captur- 


ed owing to the various shoes on 
his horse’s feet. 

Ainsworth in 1805, introduced into 
Rookwood, the ride of Dick Turpin, 
highwayman, executed in York in 
1739 for horse stealing, on his fam- 
ous black horse “Bess” in which he 
saved his life by reversing the shoes 
on his horse’s feet. 

Lupton in his third book of Nota- 
ble Things A. D. 1660, says‘ “Mous- 
ear in any way ministered to a horse, 
beings this help unto them, that they 
cannot be hurt whilst the smith is 
shoeing them; therefore it is called 
by name ‘Herba Clavorum’, the herb 
of nails.” 

Coles tells us, “It is said, yea, and 
believed by many that moonwort will 
open the locks wherewith dwelling 
houses are made fast, if it be put in- 
to the keyhole. It will also loosen the 
locks, fetters and shoes from those 
horses’ feet that go on the places 
where it is groweth.” 


“There is an herb, some say, whose 
vertue’s such, 
If in the pasture, only with a touch, 
Unshoes the new-shod steed.”

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It was necessary to cut the work 
short in St. Augustine this winter. 
It was constructive work that would 
endure for centuries and it was a 
shame that the program could not be 
carried further along. 


We had worked hard on the show, 
every cent of the revenue going to 
the Museum and had wanted to get 
the second floor ready to open next 
season with its several memorial 
rooms and various spectacular dis- 
plays of special exhibits. 


But when our back was turned we 
learned that D. S. Clarke and Doro- 
thy Hazen had both sneaked into 
Chicago and rented hotels to put on 
antiques shows and undermine us in 
the Chicago field. It seemed in- 
conceivable that anything of this kind 
could have happened. 

We have turned our show over to 
the Foundation so that every dollar 
of the revenue should go to charitable 
and educationa! institutions, prefer- 
ably, of course, the Museum. 

But these other promotors, both of 
whom surely conduct enough shows 
already, lusted after it. They saw an 
opportunity to make some more mon- 
ey for themselves, and would willing- 
ly undermine the Museum to ac- 
complish their ends. 

Mrs. Hazen has the New York, 
Boston, and other shows and we let 
her alone in her field. She was mif- 
fed because our St. Augustine show 
put hers at Daytona out of business. 
It did not put the other Florida 
shows out and we did not go into 
Daytona. But she can have her field 
there. We will withdraw from St. 
Augustine and let her have the Day- 
tona show. 

We don’t think she will get far in 
Chicago with her vaunted “18th Cen- 
tury Antiques.” There is more faking 
going on in that stuff than in early 
American glass and it amounts to 
much more money. 


Dennis Moore, world’s recognized. 


authority on fakes and reproduction, 
writes over his signature, and we 
quote “The reproduction factories of 
Europe are running full blast and I 
have seen them.” 

These dealers who look down on 
American antiques should be made 
to show their manifests to prove they 
come in duty free. 

There are a lot of pansies in the 
business. And a lot of would-be 


people. It reminds me of the evening 
I went into a Madison Ave. shop 
with an “18th Century” sign on it. The 
thought struck me, as it does every- 


body, that there must be an awful 
profit in it when a dealer can make 
a living out of a stock of 20 or 30 
pieces. 

“O,” she said with her nose sticking 
up in the air, “we cater only to the 
Astorbilts and the Vanrockers. We 
do not carry any American or Vic- 
torian things.” 

She did not realize that we could 
smell that 10c worth of hamburger 
cooking in the rear. 

We have kept the Chicago show 
free of racketeering, gouging and 
overcharging. Exhibitors have oper- 
ated profitably in peace. Now after 
20 years of such service the clouds 
of war loom over us, which will end 
in everyone paying through the nose. 

When one of these promotors ‘was 
asked why he hankered after the Chi- 
cago show, he, without thinking, 
blurted “Aw, I can make twice as 
much out of it as he does.” 

Mr. Clarke, who made this remark, 
was talking to Miss Reeder, the edi- 
tor of HOBBIES, about the same 
time. He told her how he had come 
to our show and took a $30 booth. 
“We made $1000 clear and I thought 
it was a pretty good business to be 
in. 

Several people also told us he had 
made the remark that we had done 
more for the industry than any other 
person. But he got the swell head 
after he put on a few shows. Nothing 
would satisfy him but to hog it all. 
They say he got mad because we 
didn’t die and decided to jump 
into the field anyhow. But the Chi- 
cago dealers will have to be reckoned 
with because they have always said 
that when and if we ever gave up the 
show it would be Chicago people who 
would carry it on. 

It was our plan that the profits of 
both the show and the magazine 
should go to the museum, to main- 
tain and build it into a world temple 
of private collecting and portray our 
industry as it has never been shown 
before. 

If that idea is unsound we want to 
know it now. If the industry it is 
designed to help wants to kick it into 
oblivion for God’s sake let us find 
it out before it goes any further. 

If the insatiable greed of D. S. 
Clarke and Dorothy Hazen.is more 
important to you than the support 
of this great and beautiful institu- 
tion then please let us know it. 
That’s all we ask. 

They will hear from the great 
army of HOBBIES readers who 
will be conspicuous by their absence. 
There is no use having a party when 
no one will come to it. And if these 
promotors think they are going to 
come in here on the coat tails of 
some dealers who have been kicked 
out of our show because their vic- 
tims told us if we didn’t get their 
money back they would go to the 
State’s Attorney, they have another 
guess coming. 
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Fakers and reproduction peddlers 
had better stay shy. They, as wel! as 
their promotors, will feel the power 
of the printed word.

Occasionally we receive a letter 
from a subscriber who wants assur- 
ance that something advertised he- 
low usual prices is authentic. 
There are no standard prices in this 
trade. We often tell people that 
antiques are worth what you can get 
for them. 


A North Carolina reader points 


out an ad that offers a piece of glass, 


for $5 that he has paid $15 for. He 


questions its authenticity, yet remarks ' 


that the advertiser apparently knows 
what it is all about because all other 
prices are in line. 


Prices are often based on cost and 
if the advertiser got a good buy she 
assumed that she could give the other 
fellow a good buy. If she found the 
piece in a farm house she could sell 
it at a bigger profit at $5, than if 
she bought it from a dealer after it 
has gone through two or three deal- 
er’s hands. 


We bought the great Hart collec- 
tion of military buttons. On selling 
the duplicates we priced them ac- 
cording to what we paid and not the 
last farthing ‘we might extort. A 
woman bought a button, depicting a 
man who sold coals from house to 
house, at $2. She kept writing for 
another one, finally saying she 
wanted to send it to a manufacturer. 
I wondered why she wanted to send 
it to a manufacturer, but if the but- 
ton, which we have been told was 
worth at least $25, is ever reproduced 
we will publish the letter. 


You can buy from our ads with 
confidence. It isn’t likely that a 
clever reproduction peddler would 
show his hand. by cutting the price. 
But if they ever use our columns to 
palm off this fraudulent stuff it had 
better be just before they depart for 
parts unknown.

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Dedham Pottery 


By MARGUERITE R. LEANDER 


In 1853 James Robertson, a potter 
of much experience in Scotland and 
England, came to America with his 
wife, daughter and three sons. In 
1866 Alexander W. Robertson, a son, 
started a pottery in an old shop in 
the Chelsea, Mass., marshes, where 
there was a good deposit of a very 
fine clay colored red from the iron 
it contained. In the next year his 
brother Hugh joined him and they be- 
gan the manufacture of flower and 
bean pots. 

In 1872, the father, James Robert- 
son joined his sons in the Chelsea 
Pottery and it was named Chelsea 
Keramic Art Works, where they pro- 
duced a more decorative ware. They 
made vases similar to the old Grecian 
and Roman vases. Their best pieces 
were in red bisque with black decora- 
tions. Although some vases were 
copies, others were made in original 
forms with carving in relief or 
moulding in relief used as ornamen- 
tation. 

James Robertson died in 1880 and 
four years later Alexander went to 
California, leaving Hugh to carry on 
the business., At great personal sacri- 
fice Hugh devoted the rest of his 
life to endeavoring to rediscover 
many of the lost processes of cera- 
mics. One of his successful experi- 
ments resulted in being able to pro- 
duce a fine apple green color, which, 
in the pottery world is one of the 
most valuable colors. Before James 
Robertson’s death, he introduced 
pressed clay tiles with faience glazes 
and was awarded first prize at the 
Massachusetts Mechanics Association 
exhibit in 1878. 

Hugh Robertson had an ambition 
to produce a color similar to the lost 
dragon’s blood of Ming Period in 
China, the color called by the French 
“sang de boeuf” and by the English, 
“ox-blood”. After four years of ex- 
perimenting aided only by his family, 
he succeeded in obtaining the color. 
He made only some three hundred 
pieces of this ware and only a few 
developed clear in firing. Hugh often 
called the color “Robertson Blood” 
for in working to discover the secret 
he sometimes spent three or four 
sleepless days and nights watching 
the fires. 

In 1895 the pottery moved to Ded- 
ham, Mass., and its name changed to 
Dedham Pottery. Although they 
made beautiful and unusual pieces 
at this time, the experiments were 
expensive, and the public support 
was not sufficient to allow him to 
keep the pottery in operation. It 
closed 1889. In 1891 another com- 


pany was formed as the Chelsea Pot- 


tery U. S. 

It was here that they made the 
famous Crackleware or Dedham Pot- 
tery. Hugh died in 1908 and he was 
succeeded by his son “William who 
died in 1929. The secret of Dedham 
Pottery under the family practice of 
carefully guarding the formula, is 
now J. Milton Robertson’s. 

Dedham. Crackleware is entirely 
handmade and decorations in_ blue 
are all free- hand, no stencil being 
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used. The unique and distinctive 
feature of Dedham Pottery is the 
curious spider web in glazed marking 
which results from the secret process 
of kiln baking and which gives the 
ware its name. The regular patterns 
are as follows: Azalea, Butterfly, 
Clover, Duck, Grape, Horse Chestnut, 
Iris, Magnolia, Rabbit, Turkey, Ap- 
ple, Lobster, Dolphin, Elephant, Owl, 
Swan, Turtle, Water lily, and others. 
These were all made in sets of table 
ware. The rabbit pattern was their 
best known and their trade mark. 

As to the artists who created these 
patterns, they were Charles Mills, 
Denver Ross, the Lion pattern; 
Joseph Linden Smith who has mural 
paintings in Boston Public Library 
created the Rabbit, Poppy and Fish 
patterns. Others were John G. Low, 
Mr. Robertson and students of the 
Art Museum School. From 1875- 
1889, the mark was K. A. Chelsea 
Keramic Art Works. 1891 and 1892, 
clover leaf with initials CPUS, which 
meant Chelsea Pottery United States. 
In 1893 the Rabbit was used as a trade 
mark, and later the rabbit was placed 
in a square and the name added. 
This was impressed or stamped on 
the ware. 

Dedham Pottery is very collecta- 
ble, it will never be made again. I 
am sure anyone owning some will 
highly - prize it over the years and 
realize that a great potter and his 
sons and grandsons put their life 
blood into the making of this beauti- 
ful and hand made decorative pot- 
tery known as Dedham Pottery.

The cover of this issue illustrates syrup pitchers from the 
collection of A. M. Torgeson, Hoosier collector. 


The “Girl” is the one I married, 
June 1, 1918, and she is still collect- 
ing antiques. I contracted the hobby 
bug from her and went in for syrup 
pitchers, or syrup jugs, as some call 
them. 

When F. D. R. declared the bank 
holiday, we were on the road selling 
auto parts and sales being at a stand- 
still, gave us plenty of time to in- 
dulge in our hobby, even though it 
was a little hard to find an over 
amount of cash. 

Since that time, with the assistance 
of mv wife we have collected syrup 
jugs in all the states east of the Mis- 
sussippi and in some southwestern 
states. We seem. to find specimens 
more plentiful in the river towns. 

One day in Northern Michigan we 
happened into an old country store 
where a lot of old china and glass 
had just been brought out of the 
basement and offered for sale. There 


we found seven very old blown ones 
with hollow handles applied. That 
was a thrill. The old store had peen 
run by father and son for more than 
80 years, and the son had just passed 
on.

Damaged Shipments Can Be Prevented 


By E. W. HULL

and Sales, Railway Express Agency, Inc. 

“No one gains from claims” is a 
slogan that the Railway Express 
Agency has been using for the last 
year in connection with an intensive 
employee educational program which 
has as its aim the importance of 
handling shipments of all classifica- 
tions with care. That the program 
has been effective is attested by the 
fact that there has been a downward 
trend in the number of claims pre- 
sented by shippers for the last 20 
months. In connection with that pro- 
gram, figures show that claims pre- 
sented on shipments of furniture 
have dropped matersally. Antiques 
are not subclassified under a separ- 
ate heading, but it is reasonable to 
assume that a certain percentage of 
antique shipments was included. The 
same record for Glassware, under 
which antique glass and pottery 
shipments would be classified. 

It has been observed in the com- 
pany’s study of Loss and Damage 
records that there are far fewer 
claims made by regular shippers 
than from. the occasional ones. Ex- 
perience and care in packing such 
fragile articles as antiques are big 
factors in their safe transportation. 

Here are some suggestions on 
years of study and experience in 
packing: A good strong crate 
should be provided for furniture. It 
is also essential that the weight be 


evenly . distributed. by means of’

cradling the piece within the crate. 
The cradles should be designed to 
keep the legs off the floor or bottom 
of the crate. 

In packing glass and pottery it 
has been found that most of the 
trouble has been caused by forcing 
too much cut or crumpled paper into 
the shipping case or carton. The 
cushioning effect is lost and the ob- 
ject is placed under continual strain 
in moving, which can result in 
breakage. 

Second-hand cartons contribute to 
the number of damage claims also. 
Several years ago, when there was 
an acute scarcity of paper products, 
cartons were re-used frequently. To- 
day, there is no shortage and a new 
strong carton offers the proper pro- 
tection when properly packed. 

Regular shippers will call in a re- 
presentative of the express agency 
to inspect the packing of valuable 
antique shipments. This service is 
available to any shipper -— just re- 
quest it by telephone. 

It is also good practice to notify 
the express agency as soon as a dam- 
aged shipment has been received. In 
that way they are able to make an 
accurate appraisal of the: damage 
and the probable cause. 

Good shipping is the joint re- 
sponsibility of the carrier and the 
shipper. Both are interested in safe 
shipping, both stand to lose money 
on damaged shipments for NO ONE 
GAINS FROM CLAIMS.

Packing 

Just a few words on packing. 

For the third straight time fF have re- 
ceived china, shipped by .Express, in 
broken condition. 

The first two times the Express Com- 
pany paid the damage claim promptly, 
but this -third claim they have taken 
under advisement. Their contention is 
that this breakage was caused by poor 
packing, and I am forced to agree with 
them. 

The china was packed in card board 
boxes very little larger than the china 
with almost no room for cushioning 
paper to be placed between the china 
and the outer box sides. I can not un- 
derstand how any. person with the least 
regard for his business, his merchandise 
and his customers can be so very care- 
less with all three. It only takes a little 
more time and a little more trouble: to 
pacx correctly so the items will be well 
insulated from the bumps and jars they 
are bound to receive in transportation 
and this time and trouble will pay off 
in happy and satisfied customers. 

The last shipment the’ Express Com- 
pany paid for covered a tea pot I had 
been trying for vears'‘to fill into a set 
and if the dealer who packed it could 
have seen and heard my reactions when 
I listened to the tinkle of the broken 
fragments upon opening the box, I know 
he would start giving himself lessons in 
packing.—Mark Davis, California.

Post Office Department 


Chief Post Office Inspector James 
J. Doran recently revealed that this 
country has been flooded recently 
with a deluge of letters mailed by an 
Eric R. Ottenson, 52, bis, Rue des 
Vinaigriers, Paris, France, advertis- 
ing pornographic material for sale in 
violation of the Postal Laws. 

The purpose of this enterprise is 
to have persons receiving the adver- 
tisements deposit money with a bank 
in New York to the credit of the ad- 
vertiser and he is to then send the 
material to this country. Such a 
transaction cannot be consummated 
as the material is prohibited impor- 
tation to this country and is subject 
to seizure by custom officials. A 
fraud is thus being perpetrated for 
the reason that people will be paying 
for something that they will be pre- 
a from receiving according to 
aw. 

On’ January 26, the Post Office 
Department took the necessary ac- 
tion to stop this enterprise by having 
a fraud order issued against Eric R. 
Ottenson at Paris, France. All mail 
addressed to Ottenson is being re- 
turned to the senders, stamped 
“Fraudulent — Mail to this address 
returned by order, of the Postmaster 
General”. 

The Post Office Department de- 
sires to caution the public against 
being deceived by this fraudulent en- 
terprise. The public is requested to 
destroy the letters received to pre- 
vent them from. falling into the 
hands of those who may not be aware 
of the fraud or are tempted to re- 
spond to the advertisement.

3-Cent Minnesota Centennial 
Stamp Announced 


The three-cent Minnesota Terri- - 


tory Centennial commemorative pos- 
tage stamp will be placed on sale for 
the first time on March 3, 1949, at 
Saint Paul, Minn. 

The central design of the new 
stamp depicts a pioneer moving west- 
ward with a Red River ox cart.

STAMP FORUM 


In your February issue I read an 
article concerning stamps by Miss 
Vivian Hecker. My hat is off to her. 
Good common horse sense — plus. 
What I can’t understand is this. If 
people think there are too many vari- 
eties, ‘why buy them? If we stamp 
nuts want to buy them, that’s our 
business. One thing, it keeps up in- 
terest. Then it makes employment 
for engravers and printers. Then 
look how many folks buy one stamp, 
blocks, and sheets and put them 
away not mentioning thousands of 
first day issue. Why kill the goose 
that lays the golden eggs? Plenty of 
collectors look forward to new issues 
with a lot of enthusiasm. Let us have 
plenty this year and I’ll bet that 
some who crab the most will be the 
first at the stamp window. It costs 
less than one buck per year to keep 
up with new issues at one mint copy 
each. The grouches smoke that much 
in cigars or cigarettes in a day or so. 
Let’s ask Congress for more Golden 
Eggs. If you want a real mess to in- 
vestigate let’s take commemorative 
coins. There has been few issues. I 
believe less than 100 types, plus dif- 
ferent mint strikes that cover about 
56 years. Some of these like Boone 
cover four years of issue. Same coin 
practically with different dates. Then 
the Oregon with 10 issues in 138 
years, five years of Texas and now 
the 4th time for B. T. Washing- 
ington. Now hold your hats. When 
the 1949 issue of the B. T. W. comes 
on it is to cost $8.50 for the set of 
three.

But each year the 
date changed; from 46 to 47 to 48 to 
49 it jumped the price. Most other 
issues ‘were sold at $1.65 per coin 
and plenty of the older type have 
not increased very much. Congress 
or the Treasury department should 
govern the price on the issue.

trated” Right here a peculiar thing.

But the Topical is growing. It is 
improving. It is also “making col- 
lectors”, in spite of the fact that it 
is cordially hated by lazy dealers. 
Anyhow the “Topical” grows. 

Might be this person is not in ac- 
cord with printed in pages-—-or some 
other similar “aids” (?). But for old 
people, religiously minded or not, 
“shut in” people, beginners who like 
animals or birds or boats or trains 
or water-falls, the topical is an in- 
terest, and it is an even bet they 
start as many collectors along the 
road to stamp interest and study, as 
any one form of collecting ever did. 
Patriotism is all right. Our coun- 
tries’ issues are a study and even 
some are local bits of pride and his- 
tory. We’ll have to include what the 
Coast grouch calls the “1948 atroci- 
ties” from now on. But did you 
know that some misguided congres- 
sional collector wants a Commemora- 
tive for the “1000th U. S. stamp”? 
Being in the 900 block now we ‘won’t 
have to wait long. Why commem- 
orate it? We should be ashamed of 
it, and of some we have to list that 
preceded it. 

But about the topical listings. 
There are now selective topic titles 
that run over 150. That is 150 ways 
to illustrate a topic with stamps. Do 
you go further and write it up? That 
is another interest. Some history has 
been spread on Topical pages that is 
pretty new, and not too well known, 
but authenticated. Might teach you 
to make your topic a basis for re- 
search and new history. Surely a 
good motive. 

So why bemoan the topical collec- 
tor’s ideas and refuse him aid and 
comfort? 

But it seems to be almost a cer- 
tainty that the Religious Topical, an 
adult preference, is at the head of 
the titles. More of them than any of 
the next four.

stamps first. Try till your method is 
perfect. Indeed you can’t experiment 
too often, or too long. But once you 
learn, you can safely use the aids. 
Be sure the stamp is soaked clear of 
chemical before mounting. That is a 
‘wise precaution. Even if the direc- 
tions say no harm possible. If the 
chemical is out, there is less likeli- 
hood of damage. Easy. 

If you were lucky enough to get 
the British Royal Wedding “Pound” 
stamp, put a protection over it — 
also large enough to make it sure, 
positively sure, that shrinkage of the 
protector won’t damage the stamp. 
There are not many around. 

Even a quarter inch margin all 
round won’t hurt, and will be sure.

Pattern Scandals? 


In the decade of the 19380’s coin 
clubs were passing resolutions de- 
manding a stop to the so-called Com- 
memorative “scandals”. Sixty years 
before, during the 1870 decade, coin 
clubs were passing like resolutions 
demanding a “cease and desist” of 
the so-called pattern coin “scandal”. 
So popular now are pattern coins 
that it is hard to believe there was 
ever a time when they were to many 
collectors a discredited lot, not even 
a distant relative of numismatics. 
The following resolution is one of the 
many passed by clubs of the 1870 
decade (from American Journal of 
Numismatics of that day), this one 
being that of the Vermont Numis- 
matic Society:— “RESOLVED: by 
the Vermont Numismatic Society 
that the production of pattern pieces, 
so called, at the United States Mint, 
having degenerated into an extortion- 
ate ring speculation and imposition, 
engineered by persons inside the 
Mint management, and without any 
reference to the United States coin- 
age, therefore it is the duty of all 
numismatists, - their organizations 
and publications, to ignore all such 
pattern pieces, ds holding no relation 
whatever to true numismatic science, 
but on the contrary possessing a de- 
moralizing tendency.” They had one 
defender at least; Mr. Patterson Du 
Bois, a very prominent numismatist 
of that time; said:— “They are to be 
enjoyed as bygones; they are a dead 
language bristling with thoughts. I 
am not sure but that the minting and 
numismatic science of the future will 
look with singular interest upon a 
case of our patterns”. 

Speaking of pattern coins, Mr. A. 
French of the Albany Numismatic 
Society recently said:— “They em- 
brace some of the finest work of our 
mint engravers and designers who 
hold a place of their own in the Arts; 
and they also give us the underlying 
notes in our country’s history.”

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Dots and Dashes 

The history of the Pine Tree Shil- 
ling, America’s most well known 
Colonial coin, is so familiar it is not 
necessary to repeat it. However, 
there is one feature of the issue of 
great importance but little known 
that every collector should know, and 
that is the “cog-wheel” variety. You 
will note the tree is surrounded with 
a circle of either dots or of dashes, 
some of the coins having dots and 
others having dashes. The dashes 
are so arranged that they give the 
circle the appearance of a cog-wheel. 
The “why?” of the two varieties is 
mere conjecture so far as I know. 

Quoting our good friend David M. 
Bullowa:— “Regarding the cog-wheel 
variety of the Pine Tree Shilling, this 
is the specimen which has a very 
thick circle of dashes instead of pel- 
lets. Mickley was the first to call 
this the cog-wheel variety. Crosby 
illustrates this as variety 10-P, and 
Mr. Wurtzbach stated that only two 
specimens of this variety were known 
in un-circulated condition.” 

The Pine Tree Shilling is probably 
the most counterfeited Colonial coin, 
and inexperienced purchasers should 
have them examined by an expert be- 
fore buying.

Mexicana 


Now that our sister Republic, Mex- 
ico, instead of the Old World, is be- 
coming more and more the play- 
ground of American tourists, her 
coinage has taken on new interest. 
The oddest feature to those not fa- 
miliar with its history, is the symbol 
of the eagle and snake on Mexico’s 
currency. This symbol was born of 
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one of the world’s most famous 
legends, the founding of Mexico City. 
Every coin collector should read the 
history of Mexico and familiarize 
himself with the founding of Mexico 
City to better appreciate the sym- 
bolic Eagle and Snake. 

The Mexican coins of most world- 
wide interest are probably those of 
the short reign of Emperor Maximil- 
ian, and the choice of this series 
would be the prophetic dollar of 1866. 
There is a legend connected with this 
dollar, so interesting that it will in 
time, become a part of Mexican folk- 
lore. The story is that the die for 
this dollar broke after only thirty- 
five of the coins were struck; a new 
die had to be made, and the coins 
struck under the new die showed a 
very discernable difference from the 
first thirty five. The first thirty-five 
coins correspond with the ill-fated 
Emperor’s age at the time of his ex- 
ecution. It is claimed that one of the 
bullets of the executioners struck the 
head of Maximilian at the very spot 
where the break in the die occurred.

The rays shocting 
up from her head look like her hair 
was done up in papers in anticipa- 
tion of a new hair-do. The artist 
even gave the word Trust a new look, 
for he placed a V where U shou!d be, 
making it read trVst instead of trUst. 
The new looks given this Peace coin 
did not improve the looks of our old 
look dollars. .

Roosevelt. The government has 
given hard-money collectors a Roose- 
velt dime; it is now being suggested 
that the soft-moniers be given a $3 
Roosevelt note.

Profit ‘In Nickels. Ex-vice presi- 
dent Marshall said “what this coun- 
try needs is a good five cent cigar’.

It has been computed 
that it costs Uncle Sam one-half cent 
to mint a nickel. A fairly good profit.

Two Old Timers bring up a ques- 
tion. A news report from Chicago 
says that two $10 notes of the State 
Bank of Illinois issued in 1821 turn- 
ed up. The bank was chartered by 
the Illinois legislature. The bank did 
not do so well, and the legislature 
ordered the notes retired in 1826. 
However, the notes were legally re- 
ceivable by the state treasurer in 
payment of taxes and dues owing the 
state. Now the question is, did the 
calling in of the notes relieve the 
state of its obligation to accept any 
“stragglers”, even at this late date, 
in payment of state taxes, and if the 
state did now accept them what 
would would they do with them?

Cracked Dies on so many of our 
early coins are not, numismatically, 
coin defects; they are representa- 
tives of the imperfection in the meth- 
od of die casting, thus giving them 
an historical interest. With our 
modern method, notwithstanding the 
millions of coins yearly minted, 
cracked dies are rare exceptions. 
The Ben Franklin half-dollar has a 
crack in it, but don’t let it fool you, 
it is not a die crack, it is a repro- 
duction of the actual crack in the old 
Liberty Bell. 
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Aluminum Coins in Japan seem to 
be worth more as merchandise than 
as money. The report is that factor- 
ies are using the coins as raw mater- 
ial for the manuftcture of aluminum 
utensils. Selecting of material for 
coins is a very delicate business. 
Converting coins in peace time to 
raw materials is as bad as hoarding 
coins during war time.

Plenty Of Tin. To say one has 
“plenty of tin (money)” does not 
necessarily imply one has plenty of 
coins made of tin any more than one 
has “plenty of rocks (money)” im- 
plies that one is well supplied with 
coins made from stones. Although 
the metal tin has been used in coins 
from time to time for many centur- 
ies, the term “tin” in “plenty of tin” 
does not owe its origin to tin coins, 
but, strangely, it refers to silver 
money, and is of English birth. Some 
two hundred years ago, owing to 
constant use, English silver coins 
became so badly worn that they re- 
sembled small tin discs and for that 
reason were nick-named tin money. 
The “tin” in the expression “pienty 
of tin” refers to these tin-looking 
silver coins, and not to actual tin 
coins; somewhat like our expres- 
sions “Plenty of rocks” and “Bring 
home the bacon.”

Money On Stamps. A news item 
(AP) says the first stamps issued 
by Israel reproduce ancient coins 
used during the long history of the 
Hebrews. There are nine values. 
Among the coins shown on the 
stamps are a coin of the Maccabean 
era, a coin of the period of the First 
Revolution, one of the Second Revo- 
lution, second year of the First Re- 
volution, and others. Coin collectors 
are pleased with this friendly ges- 
ture from the issuers of the stamps.

There were 274077 pieces struck; 
all from one mint, San Francisco, and 
none returned for re-melting, thus 
making it a plentiful coin, enough to 
go around and at a reasonable price. 

It commemorates one of the most 
far-reaching, history making procla- 
mations ever issued by a govern- 
ment, the Monroe Doctrine, the key- 
stone of our foreign policies. 

Notwithstanding the  un-written 
law, the prejudice to having the por- 
trait of a president on coins, this one 
has the portrait of two presidents, 
James Monroe and John Quincy 
Adams, the two gentlemen most re- 
sponsible for the promulgation of the 
Monroe doctrine. 

The Americas’ contribution to the 
world’s betterment is symbolized by 
the dove of peace held by Miss 
North America and the cornucopia of 
plenty held by Miss South America.

On a sea beach in New Jersey a

A Rhode Island merchant grew 
curious, then suspicious, when a 
group of neighborhood boys over- 
bought the usual amount of sodas, 
candies and bubble-gum. The police 
rounded up the group and learned 
that the boys had un-cached $2000 
in old large sized $2 bills and Indian 
head pennies in a vacant house. 
Probably a hidden collection of some 
deceased coin collector who failed to 
leave the knowledge to his heirs. 


The Old World is a numismatic 
cemetery. Many of our soldier boys 
during the late war “desecrated” the 
cemeteries and brought back coins 
that they themselves had dug up, 
coins that had been buried for cen- 
turies. In the old days people car- 
ried their ‘wealth on their person, and 
when it became too cumbersome or 
unsafe to carry, they buried the sur- 
plus; when a country was invaded, or 
soldiers went to war, money was 
buried for safe-keeping. The Numis- 
matic Cemetery is full of “Graves of 
the Unknown Treasure.” 


Remember the Alamo 


The defense of the Alamo is to 
America what the Charge Of The 
Light Brigade is to England, and 
only awaits some heavenly mused 
poet to immortalize it. The Texas 
Centennial half dollar with its “Re- 
member The Alamo” not only com- 
memorates the one-hundredth anni- 
versary of the state’s independence, 
but also typifies the American 
soldiers’ valor and heroism so well 
proven by the defenders of the Ala- 
mo, a site which is, ana airways will 
be one of America’s cherished 
shrines. Many complain that Amer- 
ican coins, with a few exceptions, are 
inartistic and do not measure up to 
our aesthetical possibilities. One of 
the outstanding exceptions is the 
Texas Centennial. It is a real beauty. 
What could be better proportioned 
or executed than the eagle back- 
grounded by the five-pointed Star. 
Instead of the usual olive branch and 
arrows, the eagle holds an oak 
branch in its talons in recognition 
perhaps of Texas being as sturdy as 
an oak. The other side of coin is 
filled with a lot of designs, but so 
perfectly blended and harmonized 
that it does not have a crowded ap- 
pearance like so many other coins. 
Miss Winged Victory, kneeling, with 
an olive branch in one hand and the 
other hand on a design of the Alamo, 
is in the foreground. In the back- 
ground are the portraits of Texas’s 
two distinguished pioneer heroes, 
Sam Houston and Stephen Austin, 
placed directly underneath the wings 
of Miss Victory. Above and between 
the wings are shown all flags, re- 
presenting the six nations which at 
one time or other Texas. owed alle- 
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giance, Spain, France, Mexico, Texas. 
Republic, Confederate States, and 
the United States. 

If asked te name one of America’s 
most beautiful and symbolical coins, 
Remember The Alamo.

Money of Yesteryear 


By CHARLES FRENCH 


With the start of the 20th Cen- 
tury, coin collecting took great 
strides forward, as we all are aware. 
The first commemorative coin struck 
eight years before, met with such 
popularity that action was brought 
to have more of these interesting 
coins made. Some in gold and others 
silver, and undoubtedly, they had an 
important part to play in spreading 
the hobby to new fields. 

As the Chapmans’ popularity began 
to ebb a trifle, new and alert dealers 
came into the field. Thomas Elder, 
became one of the leading Numisma- 
tists of his time, and was soon fol- 
lowed by Max Mehl who started as 
a dealer in Fort Worth, Texas, prior 
to 1910. His national advertising had 
everyone scouring their attics, and 
pocket change for rare coins. Mil- 
lions of copies of his coin book were 
sold and for their day were truly an 
interesting publication. Not only did 
this book give values, but also in- 
troduced some of the romance of 
coin collecting to the reader and 
therefore must have increased their 
ranks. 


The collecting of proof coins, since 
1858 has always been a popular pas- 
time, and these pieces have con- 
stantly been increasing in value and 
this has been going on in varying de- 
grees for the past ninety years. Un- 
circulated coins also have always 
been popular, but not to the extent 
of proof ones. With the coming of 
the Twenties, commemoratives be- 
came issued in more and more num- 
bers and varieties and their popular- 
ity reached its peak in the middle of 
the Thirties. 


Coins have, in the past varied in 
popularity. One year Indian Head 
cents will be the rage, next, some 
other type of denomination. So you, 
see, fads go in coins as they do in 
most other things.

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A Life of Gutenberg 


One of the all-too-few books deal- 
ing with printing which have been 
published for a wide reading public 
was produced a few years ago by 
Rand McNally & Company, veteran 
Chicago firm of printers and pub- 
lishers. 

The book is “Wings for Words; the 
Story of Johann Gutenberg and his 
Invention of Printing,” written by 
the distinguished historian of print- 
ing, Dougles C. McMurtrie, with the 
collaboration of Don Farran. One of 
the leadingAmerican artists, Edward 
A. Wilson, provided the two-color il- 
lustrations of scenes in the life of 
Gutenberg. 

The book tells of the “wings” 
which Gutenberg provided, by his in- 
vention in 1440 of printing with moy- 
able types, to carry words far and 
wide; and make the world’s store of 
knowledge available to the many, in- 
stead of the few, thus presenting 
mankind with its most precious gift. 

The facts of Gutenberg’s life and 
work, as recorded in the documents 
of his time, constitute the basis of 
the story, which is then vitalized by 
the introduction of dialogue and in- 
cident drawn from imagination. All 
of the incidental detail, however, is 
true to life as it was lived in the 
fifteenth century, being based on ex- 
tensive research in medieval history. 

The story opens with “an account 
of Gutenberg’s youth, in the course 
of which is presented McMurtrie’s 
own hypothesis that it was the need 
of his poorer schoolmates for copies 
of the universally-used Latin gram- 
mar which their fathers could not af- 
ford to buy for them, which led him 
to the determination to find a way to 
produce books economically. The 
author believes this motive is 
established by the fact that 17 out 
of the first 19 pieces of printing 
known to have been produced by the 
process of printing which Gutenberg 
eventually succeeded in developing 
were successive editions of this es- 
sential grammar. 

A “love interest” is not or 
since Gutenberg’s affair 'with Enne- 
lin zu der Iserin Thiire, suggested by 
the recorded breach of promise suit, 
is imaginatively reconstructed. Guten- 
berg is revealed as giving up his 
sweetheart because she insisted on the 
discontinuance of his experiments 
with printing methods and equipment. 

The eventual success of Guten- 
berg’s experiments, the first practi- 
cal printing, his disastrous experi- 
ence with the capitalist who financed 
the printing of the 42-line or “Guten- 
berg” Bible, are all told in a thrilling 
fashion. In the final scene, we see 
Gutenberg sending three young men 
whom he has trained off to Paris to 


set up the first press in France. 

It is interesting to note that 
“Wings for Words” is the first book 
on Gutenberg and his work in Eng- 
lish in over sixty years, and the first 
work to be based on the scientific 
research of recent years.

Love For Books 


Guizot in his “History of France”, 
chapter on Literature and Art, quotes 
M. de Grignan, who, speaking of the 
death of Madame-de Sevigne, says: 
“What calls far more for ovr admir- 
ation than for our regrets, is the 
spectacle of a brave woman facing 
death, of which she had no doubt 
from. the first days of her illness, 
with astounding firmness and sub- 
mission. This person, so tender and 
so ‘weak towards all that she loved, 
showed nothing but courage and pity 
when she believed that her hour was 
come, and we could not but remark 
of what utility and of what im- 
portance it is to have the mind stock- 
ed with good matter and holy read- 
ing, for the which Madame Sevigne 
had a liking, not to say a wonderful 
hungering, from the use she managed 
to make of that good store in the 
last moments of her life.” She had 
often taken her daughter to task for 
not being fond of books. “There is 
a certain person who undoubtedly has 
plenty of wits, but of so nice and so 
fastidious a sort that she cannot 
read anything but five or six sub- 
lime works, which is a sign of dis- 
tinguished taste. She cannot bear 
historical books, a great deprivation 
this and of that which is a sub- 
sistence to everybody else; she has 
another misfortune, which is that she 
cannot read twice over those choice 
books which she esteems exclusively. 
This person says that she is insulted 
when she is told that she is not fond 
of reading; another bone to pick.” 
Madame de Sevigne’s liking for good 
books accompanied her to the last, 
and helped her to make a good end.

Looking Forward 

Oglethorpe University, Georgia — 
Some years ago while engaged in 
research in connection with one of 
his books, Dr. Thornwell Jacobs, then 
President of Oglethorpe University, 
was struck by the fact that there 
was such a meager amount of infor- 
mation available regarding the inti- 
mate details of the life of the peoples 
of the past. Practically our entire 
knowledge of ancient life rests upon 
two very incomplete sources, the 
first being deposits obtained from 
the tombs of the long forgotten 
Pharaohs of Egypt and the kings of 
ancient Sumeria and Babylonia, and 
the second from rock inscriptions, 
and clay tablets excavated in ancient 
Assyria. These portray many phases 
of life in all levels of society, but the 
lacunae are almost as numerous as 
the records themselves. For this 
reason the work that has been under- 
taken at Oglethorpe University is 
all the more remarkable, inasmuch 
as a very successful attempt has 
been made to preserve a complete 
cross sectional picture of the entire 
life of our world today for the people 
of the future. Beneath the Admin- 
istrative Building at Oglethorpe 
there is a vault 20x10x10 feet, closed 
with a stainless steel door. The walls 
and ceiling are lined with vitreous 
porcelain enamel; and metal shelves 
hold the receptacles which con- 
tain the deposits of various kinds. 
These metal receptacles are seamless, 
and house first, a transite or asbes- 
tos lining especially made, then one 
of glass, containing the actual mater- 
ial deposited. These were filled with 
an inert gas and sealed off before 
being placed in the stainless steel 
receptacle. It was then ready for 
deposit in the crypt. Hundreds of 
the most essential books of the world 
containing all of the accumulated 
knowledge of mankind were photo- 
graphed down to miniature size, each 
finished page being 1x-% inches. The 
images were on a special long life 
form of cellulose acetate which, it is 
estimated from tests made, will last 
6,000 years. In the crypt were placed 
a selection of the world’s greatest 
books of fiction and the world’s 
greatest books on history, drama, art, 
phiosophy, theology, logic, mathema- 
tics, astronomy, geography, botany, 
chemistry, biology, etc. All the sci- 
ences ‘were represented and all prac- 
tical instruction books in mechanics, 
engineering and all of the arts and 
manufactures. A copy of HOBBIES

SIMULATED STAINED GLASS by Ruth 

Case Almy. Published by Harper & 

Brothers. 139 pages. Iitlustrated. $3.50. 

For a very long time, the making 
of stained glass windows has been a 
remote and uncontemplated art, and 
has been relegated to histories be- 
ginning with the 12th century and 
earlier, with special emphasis direct- 
ed toward France during the 16th 
century, when possibly it had its 
greatest single period. However, this 
detailed book proves to be the needed 
window that has been missing from 
our modern architecture to recreate 
this lost art within the handicraft 
field, giving a clear, simplified 
method for the simulation of stained 
glass that is minus prohibitive costs, 
complex tools and processes and the 
necessity of fully-developed skill. 

A complete listing of materials and 
authentic, old designs are included to 
illustrate the many different possibil- 
ities with the use of scrollwork and 
geometric backgrounds for the chos- 
en figures. The reader also has di- 
rections for the application of the 
various colors and their relation to 
light passing through, which is per- 
haps the outstanding and most beau- 
tiful feature of this ancient art. The 
Frengosi method, given here, is 
superior in that it eliminates the 
handicaps of substitute’ materials 
such as paper, cloth and cellophane, 
and prescribes the use of a glass 
called Velvex which has somewhat 
the same irregularities found in an- 
tique glass. 

This book, we think is of particu- 
lar worth to schools and recreational 
centers, therapeutic centers and the 
independent hobbyist, as it has been 
written for the amateur. The modern 
trend is not absent from this work, 
as might be thought. The scenes of 
today lend themselves as well to 
pictorial window design as do the 
traditional ecclesiastica! subjects.

Speaking of toys of the ancient 
American Indians in Missouri, re- 
minds us of a reference to such ar- 
ticles made by the late Warren K. 
Moorehead in his book, “A Narrative 
of Explorations in New Mexico, Ari- 
zona, Indiana, Etc.” (Bulletin III, 
Department of Archaeology, Phillips 
Academy, Andover, Mass., 1906, p. 
65), wherein he says: “There is 
pathetic interest in the fact that 
many children skeletons were found 
during the course of the explorations. 
The mothers placed alongside the 
little bodies clay toys, such as rattles, 
miniature dishes, bowls and bottles. 
These served the same purpose in 
ancient times as do the toy dishes 
and playthings used by our children. 
There were also pendants, small 


shells, shell discs and other orna- 


ments buried by the head or at the 
wrists of these infants and children. 

The toy dishes are crudely made, 
some of them not even baked. Often 


small, waterworn pebbles had been 
placed within the toys.

Most of us have often heard the 
appellation; “That lazy Indian.” The 
Indian was not really lazy, it was 
merely that time did not mean any- 
thing to him. If ‘we today had to 
earn our board and keep in the same 
manner as the American aborigines 
cid, we would realize that life to him 
was no sinecure. The mounds, build- 
ings and other works, pottery and 
stone artifacts left behind prove the 
fact that they were industrious. The 
late Gerard Fowke in his story “A 
Brief Description of Flint Ridge” 
(1892) called attention to the vast 
amount of labor required to mine 
and fashion implements from this 
locality in Ohio alone. We quote: 
“On almost every farm thousands of 
cubic yards of earth have been re-

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moved that the flint beneath might 
be reached. Acre after acre has been 
so thoroughly excavated that scarce- 
ly a single foot of earth or stone re- 
tains its original position. Hundreds 
of wagon-loads of spalls cover the 
ground, the refuse of ancient imple- 
ment making. In many places one 
may walk forty rods or more in a 
direct line with the certainty that no- 
where within fifty feet of him would 
it be possible to find a spot that had 
not been dug for a depth of five to 
fifteen feet, or even more. To com- 
prehend fully the labor necessary to 
accomplish all this, it must be borne 
in mind that the subsoil is as solid 
as the earth in a public highway. 
Sharp picks, wielded by muscular 
arms, cannot be driven into it more 
than two or three inches. The stone, 
when reached, is so extremely hard 
that, unless favored by a baryte or 
crystal deposit, a person, in digging 
a well, for example, may have to 
work an entire day with the best 
steel drills in order to make a hole 
deep enough to put in a blast. When 
one witnesses the slow progress made 
by good workmen aided by steel and 
powder, and remembers that the In- 
dians had no better tools than they 
could fashion from wood, bone, or 
stone, and when he finds further, 
that it requires several days merely 
to walk over the area included by the 
ancient quarries, he realizes the vast 
amount of toil involved in these ex- 


cavations.”

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THE BAYONET: 
Discussions of Its Abolition in 1878 


By HARRY WANDRUS 


In the early history of firearms, 
loading was so slow that it was of- 
ten possible for the enemy to reach 
his opponent’s lines before the latter 
could reload. This interval of time 
necessitated some protection which 
was in this case the pike-man, whose 
duties were those of protecting his 
men from the spears, swords and 
pike-men of the enemy. In the course 
of time bayonets were introduced 
which did away with the need for 
pike-men and by the middle of the 
18th century bayonets and bayonet 
charges were an important part of 
winning battles. By the middle of the 
19th century, however, there was al- 
ready some doubt as to the efficacy 
of the bayonet and the introduction 
of the breech-loader put doubt in the 
minds of many military men, many 
of the more conservative of whom did 
not wish to admit it. Wars of the 
18th century had seen bayonet casu- 
alties as high as 25% of the total 
but by 1866, at the time of the Aus- 
tro-Prussian War, these had fallen to 
4% for the Austrians and 5% for the 
Prussians. Four years later in the 
Franco-Prussian, War the Germans

suffered bayonet casualties of but 
1%. During the American Civil War 
hardly 5% of the total number of 
men wounded by the bayonet suc- 
cumbed, and this yet in a war still 
fought chiefly with muzzle-loaders 
and consisting largely of massed for- 
mations and charges. 

In view of these figures the U. S. 
Ordnance Department spent much 
time and thought as to the value of 
the bayonet and had already serious- 
ly considered discarding it as an un- 
necessary and _ ineffective weapon. 
In a letter to the Secretarv of War 
on Jan. 30, 1878, the Chief of Ord- 
nance aired some of his views as 
follows: 

“Sir: I have the honor to invite your 
attention to the consideration of the 
question whether or not the saber and 
the bayonet should any longer form 
part of the arms of the cavalry and in- 
fantry soldier. 

So radical a proposition as this may 
be startling, upsetting as it does the 
traditional ideas and practices of cen- 
turies, doing more or less violence to 
some of the romance of war, and dis- 
carding much of the language that gives 
brilliancy to battle descriptions; but an 
examination of the facts and figures, a 
consideration of what is forced upon us 
by the progress of invention, may show 
that taking the initiative at this time is 
not very premature, nor without great 
reason to uphold it. 

,In the improvement of arms and other 
war material, simplicity and efficiency 
in the arm, the reducton of cost and 
weight, hawe ever been svine of the 
mest important ends “~‘:ned at. Before 
the revoiver and the biecch-loading car- 
bines became weapons of the cavalry 
soldier, the saber was a_ recognized 
ne-ess:ty for offense and defense, as 
mich so as was the bayonet when the 
flint yielded to the percussion cap, but 
yetore the whole system of gun and 
vartridge was changed by the adoption 
of the breech-ivader.’’ 


Further on in his letter he discus- 
ses the tactical usage by stating: 


“Bayonet charges are hardly possible 
when from ten to twenty shots can be 
delivered upon the charging party while 


running a distance of 150 yards, and the‘ 


records of recent wars seem to show 
that the most effective weapon in a 
cavalry melee’ is the revolver.’’ 

The chief then concluded his argu- 
ments by stating that the days of the 
bayonet were numbered and that not 
only the inefficiency but its cost as 
well will cause its discard. While 


much that the officer said against the 
bayonet was held to be true by other 
officers it had a number of things so 
in its favor that no action was ever 
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taken on its discard from service use. 
Admitting that the bayonet had caus- 
ed fewer casualties than even the 
saber, that “fixed’’, it interfered with 
the loading of the piece, it was held 
that it gave the trooper a feeling of 
confidence, that the ‘trowel bayonet 
(2) was useful as an _ intrenching 
tool, that it offered him protection 
against the cavalry, and that as 
long as the magazine rifle had not as 
yet been adapted by the government, 
the combination of single shot (3) 
rifle and bayonet ‘was still a good 
one. The supporters in fact went so 
far as to strangly endorse abolition 
of the cavalry saber (a move which 
did not take effect until after the 
turn of the century) and in its place 
recommend the use of the rifle 
(or carbine) with bayonet in its 
place. 

A most interesting sidelight to the 
bayonet controversy was offered in 
debate as to the practicabilities of 
the trowel bayonet. In a fight at 
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European arms and offer a wide range of 
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Big Hole, Montana, troops of General 
Gibbens, who were fighting the Indi- 
ans, dug protective cover with their 
special bayonets. Concern was ex- 
pressed by various officers as_ to 
whether or not the rjfle being used as 
a shovel might not®cause injury to 
the barrel and seriously affect not 
only the accuracy but the safety of 
the piece. Some, such as General 
Sherman felt the trowel bayonet and 
in fact any bayonet inadequate and 
in a letter dated Oct. 28, 1879 he 
stated: 

“T am pleased to have officers and civili- 
ans to experiment in finding the best 
possible knife for daily use, and at the 


same time suited to hasty retrench- 
ments. These samples are all good, but 


I am not yet ready to commit myself to 
the choice of either. I wish first to be 
satisfied that the present bayonet can 
be dispensed with and that the present 


rammer or cleaning rod may be fashion- 

ed to take the place of the bayonet. 

This once established then the knife can 

tak2 the place of the bayonet in a 

scab . 

By 1880 the question of the abo- 

lition had ceased to be an issue of 

importance and new bayonet models, 

such as the ramrod type (4) were 

being tested and tentatively adopted. 

(1) In the first year of World War 
I the French had suffered bayo- 
net casualties of as high as 5% 
but after trench fighting was 
adopted in earnest this type of 
casualty dropped down to less 
than 1% of the total. 

(2) Adopted in 1873. 

(3) The Springfield Model 1873 in 
.45-70 caliber. 

(4) Adopted some time after 1881. 


THE MANUFACTURE OF SHOT 


By RUDOLF HOMMEL 


In 1782 William Watts of Bristol, 
England, had a dream. He dreamed 
that he was out in the rain and every 
drop of it was a round pellet of lead. 
He woke up with a start and was 
glad to find himself secure in his 
bed. Pondering over this curious 
dream he wondered whether dropping 
melted lead through the air would 
form round pellets. 

Shot, up to that time, was cum- 
bersomely made by moulding each 
piece individually, or by cutting 
sheet lead into small cubes and 
roughly rounding them jn a tumbling 
barrel. In advance of that method, 
so-called Patent Milled Shot, was 
manufactured by dropping melted 
lead into water, through a copper 
ladie, perforated with small holes, by 
holding the bottom of the ladle about 
four inches above the surface of the 
water. 

William Watts was not content 
with just wondering and determined 
to find out by a test to see ‘what the 
result would be if he dropped melted 
lead for some distance through the 
air. He selected for his test the ven- 
erable Saint Mary Redcliffe Church 
and poured from the tower some 
melted lead into the water below. The 
result surpassed expectations, the 
water was full of perfect round pel- 
lets, which had been formed in the 
descent through the air. William 
Watts went to improvise a_ shot 
tower by cutting the floors away in 
the tower of a mansion, to allow 
clear space down through the wine 
cellers to a well below. By the way, 
the original Bristol shgt tower, built 
in 1790, was still in use in 1940, as 
recorded in the British magazine “The 
Field,” in its issue of June 22, 1940. 
Watts finally sold his invention for 
a handsome sum of money. 

The invention led to the build- 
ing of shot towers in England, and 
soon after the turn of the century 
in the United States. The first at- 
tempt seems to have been the enter- 
prise of a young Englishman, Thomas 
Jackson, who came in 1785, at the 
age of 23, to western Virginia. Pos- 
sessed of means, he tried to acquire 
the lead mines at Austinville, but 


failing to make a deal, he bought 
land overlooking the New River, 
about two miles below the mines. 
Here he built a shot tower in 1807 
and manufactured shot until his 
death in 1824. A former partner of 
Jackson, Daniel Peirce, operated the 
tower until 1839. 

The tower is 20 feet square, with 
walls 24% feet thick. The height is 
75 feet, and yet there is an effective 
drop of 150 feet. This is accomplish- 
ed by the shaft being continued be- 
low the ground for 75 feet. At the 
base of this shaft is a horizontal 
tunnel to the river, through which 
water is supplied for the reservoir 
into which the shot is ~ sg This 
interesting tower in Wythe county, 
Virginia, is still standing and cared 
for as a historic landmark by the 
Stuart Chapter of the Daughters of 
the American Revolution. 

Philadelphia was not far behind in 
making use of this new method of 
manufacturing shot. In 1808, not only 
one, but two shot towers were built. 
Paul Beck built the one on Arch 
street, near the Schuylkill River; it 
was a tapering stone tower, 166 feet 
high, 38 feet square at the base, and 
15 on top. The walls were 5 feet 
thick at the bottom, and 14 inches on 
top. The walls were 5 feet thick at 
the bottom, and 14 inches on the top. 
The ascent was by 262 steps, ar- 
ranged around the walls on the in- 
side. To erect such an elaborate tow- 
er must have been quite costly, and 
yet, it was in use only until 1834, 
when it was torn down. 

The other Philadelphia shot tower, 
ready for use in 1808, was erected by 
John B. Bishop and Thomas Sparks 
on Carpenter street, between Front 
and Second streets, near the Dela- 
ware River, and served its original 
purpose until 1907. It is still stand- 
ing, a round, tapering tower, 142 
feet high, and is now being used with 
an old Swedish cemetery adjoining, 
as a civic recreational center, of 
which the tower serves as an admin- 
istrative mnit. 

At the third annual exhibition of 
the Columbian Society of Artists, 
held in Philadelphia in 18138, was an 
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exhibit which indicates the building 
of a shot tower in Richmond at that 
time. It was the exhibit of the archi- 
tect Robert Mill, a “Design of the 
shot tower now building in the city of 
Richmond, Virginia, diameter 30 
feet; elevation to the top of the bat- 
tlement 160 feet.” 

The entranced visitors of the Na- 
tural Bridge in Virginia are probably 
not aware, that at one time its height 
of 215 feet to the water below has 
at one time inspired some practical 
minded person to utilize this sheer 
drop for manufacturing shot. The 
Moravian minister, Gotthold Benja- 
min Reichel (1785-1833), who went 
in 1815 on horseback from Salem, 
N. C., to Bethlehem, Pa., visited on 
September 15th the Natural Bridge 
and was shocked to see this beauty 
of nature disfigured by having a 
shot foundry built on it. It was set 
up, he relates in his diary, “by a 
couple of gentlemen from Richmond 
and Lexington. It is not running at 
present. Above, on one side of the 
bridge, there is a little house in 
which the casting of the shot is done, 
and whence it is allowed to fall, in 
order to cool it off quickly, through 
a long cylinder into a reservoir ar- 
ranged beneath. The channel is made

HORSE PLAY 


By JOSEPH H. GRAY 


Well not altogether play, as he 
takes his hobby very seriously. M. B. 
Mervis, of Chicago, whose marvelous 
collection of carved wooden horses is 
nationally famous is the gentleman 
in question. 

The writer had the privilege of a 
recent visit to Mr. Mervis in his of- 
fice on West Washington Street. This 
was a remarkable experience, as here 
is an office unlike any you ‘will enter 
anywhere else in the world. The place 
is fairly galloping with horses. In 
fact there is a suite of offices and 
each one has equine quadrupeds from 
floor to ceiling. I was invited to 
have a chair in the inner sanctum. I 
firmly expected to have put my feet 
in a pair of stirrups and could 
imagine I could. feel the undulations 
of my mount as it broke into a 
eanter. Of course the chair had a 
saddle seat. 

Now there may be many people 
who collect miniature horses and 
maybe some have more items in their 
collections, which is problematical, 
but none has carried his collecting to 
the extremes of perfection required 
by Mr. Mervis. mR : 

To get the exact subject for which 
he is searching may take years of 
patient effort, because each and 
every item must be a perfect horse. 


/ - 
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It must not resemble a horse. It 
must be a horse. Each minute detail 
must be exact, every measurement 
must coincide with every other. Each 
muscle must appear to ripple with 
energy, and action must be as life- 
like as that of the original model. 

Mr. Mervis, as a boy, was brought 
up with horses and learned to love 
them and when he was married and 
started to raise a family, he decided 
he wanted the children to love horses, 
too. So whenever he found it possible 
to get out in the open with the 
youngsters they made the riding 
stables their club house. Even when 
too young to stay on a horse alone 
they were mounted in the saddle in 
front of their father. When able to 
ride alone they traveled the highways 
and byways together. 

It occurred to Mr. Mervis one: day 
that if he could secure a few perfect 
carvings of his favorite animals, he 
and the children could better discuss 
the merits and beauties of the vari- 
ous breeds. So he started searching 
for perfect models. He found many 
pieces but few of perfection, so he 
started the search for artists to make 
models to his specifications. He in- 
terviewed over a hundred of the fin- 
est artisans, but with his rigid re- 
quirements found only three capable 
of putting his thoughts into action. 

That was the start of a collection 
which numbers today approximately 
five hundred and. seventy-four differ- 
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Horse figurines and prints and pictures of horses add to the enjoyment

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ent pieces. Almost every species, 
type and breed of horses and mule 
is represented in their varying col- 
ors, shapes and positions. Arapian, 
Morgan, standard bred, American 
saddle horse, five gaited, three gaited 
and pony type@®polo pony, English 


jumper, hackney, both horse and 
pony size, race horse or thorough- 
bred, Missouri mule, Percheron, 
draft horses, Belgian, Clydesdale, 
Shire, Suffolk, Pinto, Appalooza, 
Palomino and others. Many are 


shown in a standing position. Others 
are shown in action, and the action 
is that of a real horse. The average 
size of these animals is about 7 inch- 
es and they are exact copies of fam- 
ous. race horses or other fine breeds 
of which Mr. Mervis has been able to 
secure action photographs good 
enough to supply his artists with 
sufficient detail to do a perfect job. 

At times there have been argu- 
ments when an artist felt that Mr. 
Mervis was too exacting, but as there 
never was a question of money he al- 
ways got his way and the dissenter 
was aiways happy when he viewed 
the final results. 

As these workmen are scattered 
throughout the country, frequently 
an item has traveled a thousand or 
more miles back and forth several 
times before perfection was acquired, 
but in the end everyone was happy. 
Eventually this hobby was bound to 
lead to the aquisition of conveyances 
to match various of the types of 
steeds. This presented new problems, 
as other artists to reproduce these 
vehicles had to be developed. As with 
the horses, there were model coach 
builders, but few with an eye for per- 
fection. Where to find a man who 
could make a wheel whose hub was 
in proportion to its rim? Who could 
form an axle and springs, build dash- 
es and make miniature lamps and 
other accessories. 

Still another group of artisans had 
to be found to fashion tiny harness 
and saddles. These, too, must be ab- 
solutely perfect and of as many types 
as there are modes of horsemanship. 

And that still wasn’t all. These 
vehicles had to have riders. So fig- 
ures of many types of people had to 
be produced. Perhaps these did not 
have to be as perfect as the horses, 
as few humans can claim the sym- 
metry of body found in our four- 
footed friends. 


However, there 'was now a four 
fold problem, in completing a group. 
Often a single item required over two 
years to bring to completion. There 
are stage coaches, prairie schooners,, 
brewery wagons, gigs, wagons and 
carriages of various kinds, and as 
they can be completed new ones are 
finding their way into the collection. 
. Mr. Mervis has been collecting for 
about twenty-five years. As all avail- 
able space in his office was filled he 
finally started moving new items to 
his home, and then about nine years 
ago to his farm. There he has am- 
ple room for growth of his collection 
and the addition of real horses to the 
collection. He now raises Arabian 
horses and Shetland show ponies. 
And now other items connected with 
horses have joined the march of this 
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hobby. Anything connected’ with 
horses is fair game to this collector; 
bits, spurs,-carriage lamps, rosettes, 
crops, whips, harness turrets, rings, 
chains, buggy washers, saddles, 
sleigh bells, bridles, harness, boots 
for horses and many other different 
items used in the olden days. Many 
of them, even the old timers do not 
recognize. As an instance there are 
over 400 different types of bits in 
this collection, all in good condition 
and some very practical. There are 
over 30 old English coach whips and 
many straight whips and crops. The 
rosettes range from the old style 
leatherette to the finest silver and 
old fashioned glass with handsome 
figures. There are several hundred 
of these and new ones are being aa- 
ded all the time. 

There are over seventy pairs of old 
coach lamps and sleigh bells of many 
types, Russian, Chinese, American 
and many others. 

As the farm allows the breeding of 
fine horses and ponies it also allows 
space for full sized conveyances with 
the result that Mr. Mervis has begun 
to acquire various types of antique 
rigs and vehicles. He is constantly 
on the lookout for fine specimens of 
these old modes of travel. 

And so the cycle brings us right 
back home again. Mr. Mervis started 
with real horses and appurtenances, 
worked his way through’ many 
models of his favorite animal and 
finally comes right back to the farm 
where the flesh and blood thorough- 
breds can be raised. 

Mr. Mervis, with the years has 
acquired a title, that of “Grandpa” 
and is bringing the third generation 
up in the full appreciation of a noble 
animal. He has lost none of his en- 
thusiasm for his hobby, but if any- 
thing, develops more interest con- 
stantly. Both he and his artists are 
a bit more eager for perfection but 
this has about reached its zenith. 

In looking over this collection, I 
could find but one omission. I did 
not see a Trojan horse. Perhaps it is

The Mockingbird 


The mockingbird, loveliest of the 
New World’s feathered singers, tra- 
ditionally associated only with the 
magnolias and cypresses of the 
South, is moving northward. In re- 
cent years it has been reported in 
southern Canada and has become well 
known in New England. 

This extension of the range of the 
bird that has become almost a sym- 
bol of Dixie is reported by Alexander 
Sprunt, Jr., ornithologist of Charles- 
ton, S. C., in a bulletin on the gen- 
eral family of American songsters 
to which the mockingbird belongs, 
just issued by the Smithsonian In- 
stitution. 

It has, he says, “undoubtedly been 
increasing its range northward and 
westward in recent years. It now 
is well known in New England and 
as far west as Knox County, IIl., and 
parts of Iowa (Monroe County). 
Possibly this spreading population 
might be considered as an ‘overflow’ 
from the normal range .. . In- 
creasing records from far_northern 
points are evident. Even in Maine the 
mocker is now beginning to show it-

self, and winter records from various 
parts of New England are not the 
uncommon events they once were. In- 
deed, in southern New England the 
mocker is now resident.” 

The bulletin records that a pair of 
mockingbirds nested as far north as 
Central Alberta during the summer 
of 1928. This is the most northerly 
point from which the bird has been 
recorded on the continent. 

The mockingbird is chiefly famous 
for its remarkable ability, probably 
unexcelled among North American 
birds, to imitate the song of other 
birds, but it also has a remarkably 
sweet song of its own. Sprunt recalls 
the incident of the introduction of 
English nightingales to Lake Wales, 
Fla. They were confined there in 
cages. 

“When the strangers had settled 
down and had begun to voice their 
famous song abroad across. the 
orange groves, great satisfaction 
was felt, of course. Before long, 
however, nightingale songs were 


- were broadcasting 
nightingale melodies over the coun- 
tryside!” 

It is recorded that one mocker 
could imitate 39 bird songs, 50 bird 
calls, and the notes of a frog and a 
cricket.

Sea Animals Collection 


A collection of more than 5,000 
fishes and other sea animals of the 
Persian Gulf has just been brought 
back to the U. S. National Museum, 
Washington, D. C., by Donald S. Erd- 
man of the staff of the Smithsonian 
Institution. 

Mr. Erdman carried out a survey 
of the sea life of this region under 
the sponsorship of the Arabian- 
American Oil Company. The gulf is 
of particular interest to biologists be- 
cause it is probably the hottest body 
of salt water in the world. Water 
temperatures in mid-summer reach 
over 100° Fahrenheit. The guif 
might be considered an arm of the 
Indian Ocean. It is exceptionally 
shallow, however, and is connected 


‘with the great sea by a narrow chan- 


nel. 

One result of this is that its water 
remains much hotter than that of the 
ocean in general. Consequently its 
sea life, so far as number of species 
is concerned, is much sparser. The 
species which have been able to adapt 
themselves to the warm water, how- 
ever. often are very numerous as in- 
dividuals. 

Notable among the fishes brought 
back by Mr. Erdman are “sea moths.” 
They are little brown creatures with 
large fins, which spend most of their 
lives on the surface and look like 
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large moths which have settled on 
the water. Presumably they live 
chiefly on small aquatic Crustacea. 

Notable also are the “fool fishes,” 
so stupid and sluggish that they 
make no effort to escape, even 
when a bright light is shone on them 
at night. 

The gulf is notorious for its higl:', 
poisonous jelly fishes—coffee-colored 
organisms with very small bodies 
but with tentacles from two to three 
feet long. Their stings have been 
known to be fatal, and they are 
dreaded by Arab fishermen. 

Less dreaded are the far more 
deadly sea snakes. These are so 
sluggish, however, that few people 
have ever been bitten by them.

Dr. David H. Dunkle, paleontolo- 
gist with the Smithsonian Institute, 
is directing the excavation of fossil 
plants and fish belonging to the 
Upper Triassic period on the geologi- 
cal arc. In uncovering these ancient 
specimens near Haymarket, Virginia, 
175,000,000 years are being rolled 
back for a closer view of these 
rare “living fossils” which presuma- 
bly lived in fresh-water regions at a 
time when the world witnessed the 
dominance of the great reptiles, be- 
fore the coming of birds and mam- 
mals. Fossil remains of similar his- 
torical origin have previously been 
found imbedded in rocks of compara- 
ble age in Massachusetts, Connecti- 
cut, New Jersey, and also abroad in 
Australia, South Africa and many 
other far points of the earth.

of ropes which are covered with red 
linen. This has an odd appearance, 
even when the reason of the ar- 
rangement is known. Somewhat 
down the stream, there is a small 
dam and another little house which 
is used in connection with it.” 

Soon other large cities became am- 
biticous and erected shot towers. The 
one in Baltimore, an imposing, round, 
tapering tower was still in existence 
in 19438, as shown in one of those 
pictorial features which inform in 
our daily papers about oddities all 
over the world. From another source, 
an informative book, “Eighty Years 
Progress of the United States” 
(Hartford, Conn., 1869), we learn 
that “the Baltimore tower is 256 feet 
high, including ten feet constructed 
below the ground, which exceeds by 
one foot the height of the famous 
shot tower in Vienna, Austria, de- 
scribed by Dr. Ure, as the highest 
structure of the kind in the world, 
being 249 feet above the surface of 
the ground’ 

The American inventive _ spirit 
thought to make improvements, and 
do away with a cumbersome tower, 
on top of which a furnace had to be 
kept going to melt the lead, with the 
inconvenience of hoisting up lead 
and fuel. In 1848 a process was in- 
vented by David Smith of the firm of 
T. O. Leroy & Co., in Water street, 
New York, which directed the drop- 
ping of the metal through a tube, 
up which a strong current of air was 
driven. Glasgow & Wood of St. 
Louis, patented in 1868 their process 
of dropping melted lead through a 
column of glycerine or oil. 

Still, there were in New York in 
1869 three shot towers, and a fourth 
was being built on Staten Island. St. 
Louis at that time had one shot 
tower in use, although there were 
formerly seven more on the river 
bluffs below the city, which have 
hardly been used since 1847. 

Finally a method ‘'was_ evolved 
which through its simvlicity seemed 
to eliminate the shot tower alto- 
gether. The melted lead was dropped 
upon a speedily revolving horizontal 
disk which was fenced in with side 
walls of perforated sheet brass. The 
centrifugal force threw the melted 
lead in uniform drops through the 
perforations against a surrounding 
canvas screen. The highly agitated 
air around the revolving disk cooled 
the drops sufficiently that they kept 
their spherical shape and dropped 
down as round shot from the can- 
vas. 

William Watts of Bristol, through 
his dream in 1782, was guided to his

OLD JOURNAL MAY BE 
RARE HISTORIC FIND 


What may be a portion of the auto- 
biography of Napoleon Bonaparte, 
dictated in Italian, has turned up 
here in the possession of Mr. and 
Mrs. Hugo C. Bruni of Los Angeles. 

It has long been believed that the 
great Corsican soldier did have his 
memoirs written during his imprison- 
ment on Elba, and the condition of 
the 12 sheets—24 pages of writing— 
which the Brunis offer is consistent 
with the asserted age of the docu- 
ments. 

The manuscript came into the 
hands of Bruni’s parents in 1890. 
According to Bruni, his father, An- 
tonio, was converted from Cath- 
olicism to Protestantism in Italy and 
was assigned to a church in Dovado- 
la, a village near Florence, the an- 
cestral city of the Bonapartes. 

“One day,” Bruni said, “my moth- 
er saw a scrap of paper covered with 
writing in her kitchen. It was blood 
stained, having been used by the 
butcher to wrap our meat. She 
brought it to my father, and he read 
these ‘words (Italian): ‘Con tali sol- 
dati, qual e qual generale, che non 
avrebbe amato la guerra?’ (With 
such soldiers, what general would not 
have loved war?)” ~ 

Bought Paper At Auction 

The elder Brunis ran to the butcher 
shop where the butcher, one Carlet, 
who could not read, told them he had 
got the paper at an auction of effects 
of an old soldier. 

For the last three years Mrs. 
Bruni has been trying to establish 
the authenticity of the manuscript. 

It is her belief that the autobiogra- 
phy was dictated by Napoleon during 
his nine months at Elba in 1814 and 
1815, before his final defeat at

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Waterloo and his banishment to St. 
Helena where he died. 

Napoleon, in his will, disowned as 
spurious the “manuscript of St. 
Helena” which had been published 
in London before his death and which 
the publishers had put forth as writ- 
ten by him. Most scholars are agreed, 
however, that Napoleon did dictate 
some comments and reminiscences to 
two of his companions in exile on 
St. Helena. But there are some sig- 
nificant differences between the St. 
Helena documents and those _ the 
Brunis have, for the former may 
have suffered frem censorship by 
Napoleon’s enemies. 

Variations Noted 

For instance, one of the St Helena 
paragrafs credited to Napoleon is: 

“It was but the product of the 
march of time which prepared this 
(the French) revolution secretly, as 
it did that of Protestantism, ‘with the 
evils which followed. The war de- 
pended on me no more than upon the 
allies. It depended upon the manner 
in which creation made the human 
race.’ 

But in the Brunis’ manuscript, 
there is no reference to Protestant- 
ism’ and Napoleon’s theory of the 
wars in which he engaged is: 

“Because they (the allies) had the 
air of being defenders of those 
things which are called legitimate, I 
on the contrary had that of an ag- 
gressor, because I was fighting to 
destroy and to build a new order. 
Thus I was bearing alone the weight 
of accusation and yet it was the in- 
evitable consequence of a transition 
from one social system to another. 
If I had been the deviser of this 
system, I should have been to blame 
for the evils which it caused.

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“But it was not devised in any one 
and it was produced only by time.

Concerning Napoleon’s divorce 
from Josephine, the manuscript says: 

“My power was no longer resisted; 
there was lacking to it only the 
character of perpetuity which it 
could not receive so long as I remain- 
ed without an heir. I was compre- 
hending the necessity of separating 
myself from a woman who could no 
longer give me offspring, therefore I 
was repugnant because she was the 
— I have loved most in all my 
ife. 

“I hesitated for a long time to 
make the decision. But she resigned 
herself of her own spontaneous will 
through the devotion which she al- 
ways had for me. I accepted her 
sacrifice because it was indispens- 
able. The most natural policy indi- 
cated to me alliance with the house 
of Austria.” 

Clark Sellers, nationally known ex- 
aminer of questioned documents, 
studied the Bruni manuscript. On the 
yellowing sheets he found a water- 
mark with the initials “GN” which 
might stand for Gen. Napoleon, a 
title the corsican doted on more than 
that of emperor. 

“From: the writing of Napoleon 
that I’ve seen,” Sellers said, “I’d say 
these pages were not written by him. 
But it’s known that he dictated most 
of his material. The water mark, the 
paper, the chain lines in the paper, 
the penmanship and the condition of 
the ink are all consistent with the al- 
leged age of this document. The 
watermark ‘N’ is formed like the 
initial Napoleon wore on his uniform. 

“T can’t prove this is the original 
of Napoleon’s memoirs, but I can‘t 
say it is not. There’s a strong possi- 
bility that this is a genuine document 
of great value. It could be a copy 
made in Napoleonic times, but it is 
definitely not of modern origin.”

able distance through the air, and in 
spite of the various inventions, aim- 
ing to do away with a shot tower, 
this basic principle is still in use to- 
day as the most efficient method for 
producing round pellets of lead for 
shot: Modern efficiency, of course, 
has done away with the picturesque- 
uess of the old-time shot tower, and 
the modern ones are not easily re- 
cognized as such, being part of im- 
posing factory buildings. Still, we 
are glad that some of the old shot 
towers are being preserved as _ his- 
toric landmarks, and, incidentally, as 
monuments to the genius of William 
Wattes of Bristol. 
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ROCK HUNTING 


By W. SCOTT LEWIS 


Rock hunting has become a favor- 
ite pursuit of thousands of people 
within recent years and the pastime 
is steadily gaining converts. Proba- 
bly few of the searchers think of 
themselves as “prospectors” but that 
is what they really are. A prospec- 
tor is one who looks for valuable 
minerals and the load of stones that 
the “rockhound” brings home and in- 
sists on washing in the kitchen sink 
to the distress of his wife is of value 
to him. The gathering of the mess 
has brought him pleasure and in- 
creased health and if he keeps up 
his search, it may add years to his 
life, so he can truthfully claim that 
his prospecting has brought him 
something worth more than money. 

The average mineral collector will 
probably never find a gold mine, but 
there is always a possibility that his 
steadily increasing knowledge of 
mineralogy may ultimately pay a 
cash dividend. Hundreds of collec- 
tors have realized an appreciable 
amount from the sale of agate and 
jasper to amateur cutters, while at 
least a few have ‘located mineral ae- 
posits of value. It certainly pays to 
keep one’s eyes open but the real 
value of amateur prospecting is 
measured in terms of health, mental 
relaxation and just plain fun. 

Much rock hunting is done blindly, 
the prospector picking up every- 
thing that looks a little out of 
the ordinary and hoping that he will 
accidentally find something of inter- 
est. This is the only method the 
novice knows but it doesn’t build up 
a valuable collection very rapidly and 
it often wastes a lot of time without 
producing any tangible result. Even 
a little experience shows that cer- 
tain types of rock are barren of in- 
teresting minerals although they may 
contain fossils, and this knowledge is 
a time saver to the collector. 

The novice usually calls his finds 
all “rocks” but the more advanced 
collector knows that the words “rock” 
and “mineral” have quite different 
meanings. Minerals have definite 


chemicals compositions and ‘when 
they occur in the crystal form, each 
species has characteristics that never 
vary. Rocks consist of mixtures of 
minerals and as they may be mixed 


in endless ways, they show a great 
number of variations that sometimes 
make it hard to identify intermediate 
forms. 

Fortunately it is-not hard to learn 
to distinguish the principal classes of 
rocks and thus get a clue as to which 
minerals may be found in any given 
locality. The poorest hunting is met 
with in sedimentary regions. Such 
rocks were laid down by water and 
usually consist of more or less finely 
ground material cemented together 
by a natural binder such as lime or 
iron oxide. It is usually a waste of 
time to look for minerals in finely 
ground shale of the somewhat coars- 
er sandstones, but conglomerate can- 
tains rounded pebbles in a matrix of 
sandstone and so one may sometimes 
find massive material of interest. In 
fact fine specimens of native copper 
occur in the conglomerates of Michi- 
gan and we have found beautiful 
agate conglomerates in Lower Cali- 
fornia. We are not considering fos- 
sils at this time and it should be re- 
membered that they are apt to occur 
in the rocks that are of the least in- 
terest to the mineral collector. 

Ingeneous rocks are those that 
have been melted at some time. They 
are divided into two classes, in- 
trusives and extrusives. The latter 
include the lavas that have flowed 
out onto the surface of the earth and 
cooled rapidly, while the former are 
granite rocks that cooled very slowly 
at some distance below the surface 
so there was time for various miner- 
als to crystalize out of the magma. 


Ancient lavas are a prolific source 
of such minerals as chalcedony, agate 
and jasper. These were formed in 
cracks and bubble holes from silica- 
bearing solutions brought up from a 


great depth. Water can be heated to -; 


a very high temperature without 
turning into steam if the pressure 
is great enough, and_ while in this 
condition it dissolves a large amount 
of silica readily. The temperature 
and pressure both decrease as a so- 
lution approaches the surface of the 
earth so it deposits its surplus bur- 
den in convenient cavities. If many 
impurities are present the result may 
be jasper or brightly banded agate, 
otherwise it forms chalcedony or 
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agate, without bright bands. 

Other minerals sometimes occur in 
veins filling fissures in ancient vol- 
canoes and one of the richest gold 
mines on the Mohave Desert is of 
this type. Such fissures are formed 
as a result of faulting during earth 
movements and hot solutions may 
deposit lead, zinc and other ores be- 
tween the fragments that result from 
the grinding of great rock masses. 

Regions of solid granite are most 
apt to furnish rather common miner- 
als, but sometimes the rock has been 
cracked and the fissures filled by a 
second intrusion that contained a 
large amount of water or some other 
“mineralizer”. In this case the magma 
was very fluid and the resulting rock 
was coarse grained and a possible 
source of many valuable minerals. 
Quartz and large specimens of vari- 
ous feldspars are common, while 
beryl, tourmaline and cassiterite, the 
ore of tin, are sometimes found in 
small quantities. 

The pegmatites of Maine and Cali- 
fornia have become noted for their 
gem minerals. In the region back of 
San Diego these occur in cavities fil- 
led with soft clay and it is a thrilling 
sight to see pink, green and bicolored 
tourmalines, kunzite, _ aquamarine, 
golden topaz and morganite taken 
out of one of these pockets. The ex- 
perienced collector is always on the 
watch for pagmatite dykes because 
they hold endless possibilities. 

When a mass of molten material is 
pushed up into sedimentary rocks, 
they become so highly heated that 
the atoms are able to move about and 
form new chemical combinations with 
each other and also with the liquids 
and gases supplied by the intruding 
magma. Rocks that have been acted 
upon in this way are said to be “me- 
tamorphosed” and metamorphic re- 
gions are favorites with collectors. 
Some of the greatest localities in the 
country are found along contacts be- 
tween granites and _ sedimentary 
rocks. The famous Crestmore, Calif., 
quarry which has produced so many 
different minerals, many of them 
previously unknown to science, is on 
a contact between a granite rock and 
limestone, and the western tungsten 
mines are all in similar situations. 

Anyone can have a lot of fun 
hunting for interesting minerals but 
his success in finding them will de- 
pend quite largely upon his know- 
ledge of rock formations. Minerals, 
like animals, have their favorite habi- 
tats and unless we know them, we 
may hunt in vain. 


Gold in the Swamps 
Of Guadalcanal! 


Arthur Veysey, writing from Lon- 
don to the Chicago Tribune says that 
veterans of Guadalcanal must have 
overlooked something. It’s gold. 

According to Veysey the British 
colonial administration who rule 
that island have known for many 
years that somewhere on Guadal- 
canal is god. i’robabiy this year ihey 
will send a group of geologists to 
hunt the gold out of the swamp and 
jungle with which marines and GIs 
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were in such intimate contact. Vesey 
says further: 

“The geologists are prepared to 
spend eight years on the gold hunt. 
The British treasury has set aside 
$1,600,000 to pay their bills, as well 
as those of other Britous being sent, 
or sentenced, to this paradise on the 
less fascinating jobs of trying to 
grow something besides jungle. 

“Ever since American troops pul- 
led out, Guadalcanal has been a prob- 
lem to the Britains who sit at desks 
in London and ponder the future of 
the empire. For one thing American 
veterans, it seems, behaved like mil- 
lionaires and spoiled the 90,000 Solo- 
mon Islanders. They won’t work any 
more. 

“They think walking is old fash- 
ioned. And they think pineapple 
should come out of cans — it’s so 
much simpler opening a can than 
having to go out in the garden and 
pick one. 

“About successors to 
world travel under government 
sponsorship are still living on 
Guadalcanal. They are working in the 
cemeteries, maintaining the odd 
plane that still comes through on 
government business, and generally 
tidying up the mess. They probably 
are not very happy. They are not 
buying souvenirs and they are not 
giving away jeeps or even cans of 
pineapple. 

“When the British colonial bosses 
began returning after the Yanks left, 
the islanders gave them considerable 
trouble. The bosses found a few co- 
conut trees still standing and they 
tried to get the natives to come 
around and gather the nuts and plant 
new trees. The natives declined. 
They thought the Americans were 
coming back, and they preferred to 
just sit and wait. 

“Two years went arma the natives 
grew hungry, having opened all the 
cans, and they grew angry. One day, 
several hundred of them, their hair 
as fuzzy as ever but their shirts and 
shorts pretty battered, gathered on 
the beach near Cape LEsperance, 
where the colonial bosses had settled. 

“The natives said the_ British

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hadn’t done right by them and they 
were going to do something about it. 
Luckily for the shackful of Britons, a 
submarine was patroling the outposts 
of the shore and fired some star 
shells. The natives dispersed. 


“The British called up from 
Australia a ship with some food.

Uranium Sought 
1,800 Years Ago 


An archaeological chemist, Profes- 
sor Earle R. Caley of Ohio State Uni- 
versity, who delves into “lost civili- 
zations” has evidence of a 
quest for uranium before anyone 
ever dreamed of the fatal atom bomb. 

Caley has pointed out that the 
Romans prized uranium as long ago 
as the first century after Christ. It 
was an important chemical used in 
making glass. 

This searcher into the past knows, 
also, that ancient Greek women en- 
dangered their lives when they used 
certain cosmetics of the day. One of 
them contained poisonous white lead. 

Although the analysis is generally 
done in his laboratory, Dr. Caley has 
gone on several expeditions. He was 
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staff chemist in a group that exca- 
vated the market place of ancient 
Athens, where the dangerous beauty 
aid was found. 

By determining whether an object 
is made of brass or bronze, Dr. Caley 
helps to avoid’ major errors in the 
article’s date. Brass was first made 
about the middle of the First Cen- 
tury B. C. Bronze was used some 20 
centuries earlier. 

The chemist guards against frauds 
too. Analysis of an allegedly ancient 
statuette showed the piece lacked the 
impurities common to ancient bronze 
and contained zinc as a major com- 
ponent. This discovery knocked sev- 
eral centuries off the statue’s value.

PLAYING CARDS AND STEAMSHIPS —

All manner of watercraft has been 
featured upon the backs of playing 
cards. A large collection will contain 
a thousand or more pictures of boats 
from canoes to ocean ]jners, sailing 
ships of ancient times to modern 
clipper ships, pleasure yachts, tramp 
steamers, fishing boats, warships — 
all kinds to make the cards attrac- 
tive. 

Webster’s Unabridged Dictionary 
in its selection of pictorial illustra- 
tions lists pictures of over 50 differ- 
ent kinds of boats and you will find 
most of them on the playing cards. 

It is logical to suppose that all 
kinds of playing cards have been, or 
are being sold in stores. A collector 
soon learns there are exceptions, sev- 
eral varieties of decks are not to be 


found for sale in stores anywhere. | 


Decks used as advertising by steam- 
ship companies are sold only on the 
ships, in the sanie manner as railroad 
decks are sold on the trains. Such 
cards are much more difficult to se- 
cure by collectors than cards sold on 
the open market. This applies 
especially to steamship decks of 
cards, as so few of us ever travel on 
ocean liners. People’ who do travel 
by steamship are quite likely to pre- 
serve the cards featuring pictures of 
the ships upon which they traveled 
as highly prized souvenirs of their 
trips. . 

During fifteen years of active col- 
lecting of playing cards (never hav- 
ing been aboard an ocean liner) my 
collection contains 150 varieties of 
steamship playing cards. 

The only deck of cards I ever

purchased on board a ship was about 
50 years ago, and the price was only 
twenty-five cents. This deck was 
later found in the attic-much to my 
delight. It was issued by the Good- 
rich Transportation Co. and has a 
fine picture of the famous “Whale- 
back” - “Christopher Columbus” (ca- 
pacity 4000 passengers). This was 
used in 1893 to carry people from 
downtown Chicago to the grounds of 
the World’s Columbian Exposition at 
Jackson Park, a distance of about 
eight miles. After the Exposition 
closed the ship made daily trips in 
the summer, for many years, between 
Chicago and Milwaukee. 

The only practical way to secure 
steamship cards is by trading by mail 
with other collectors, thereby secur- 
ing at least one card from numerous 
decks. These make a fine appearance 
as most of them have pictures of 
ships in color. Many are now of his- 
toric value if the ships are no longer 
in_ service. Quite a few name the 
ships shown and also include name 
of the Steamship Line. In this short 
article it is impossible to list all 
these cards — but a few of special 
interest follow. 7

WILDBORE Coat-of-Arms 


By MABEL LOUISE KEECH 





Wildbore 


He beareth for Arms: Sable on a 
fesse: between two boars passant ar- 
gent a javelin point of the field. Crest 
—the upper part of a spear proper 
thrust through a boar’s head erased 
argent dropping blood proper. 

Translated into non-Heraldic terms: 
A black (sable) shield across the cen- 
ter one-third of which is a silver 
(argent) band or fesse lying between 
two silver (argent) boars in walking 
position (passant). On this fesse is 
the point of a javelin of sable which 
is the color “of the field.” The crest 
is a boar’s head as torn violently from 
the body (erased) silver, (argent) in 
color, pierced through ~with the head 
of a spear of natural color (proper), 
dropping blood, also of natural color. 

Guillim. the most ancient of Her- 
aldic writers, says about the boar, 
that it “is a fierce combatant when 
at bay, and ceases fighting only with 
its life, and therefore may properly 
be applied as the armorial bearing of 
a warrior.” 

The boar’s head has a different 
significance. It is a token of hospital- 
ity, and at Christmas festivities and 
other important occasions it is brought 
into the dining hall on a large silver 
platter while everyone sings: 

“The boar’s head, I understand, 

Is the chief service in this land; 

And look where-ever it be found, 

Service cum cantico.?’ 

This Coat-of-Arms is an excellent 
example of what, in Heraldry is 
called “Canting,” a most interesting 
and popular custom. It is punning— 
the “singing out” or canting of the 
name of the bearer through a symbol, 
or symbols, on the Arms. The bearee, 
however, is not granted this canting 
symbol unless he is worthy of the 
symbol itself by virtue of its own 
significance. 

The fesse is one of nine so-called 
Honourable Ordinaries, straight-sided 
figures one-third the width of the 
shield, first symbols used to identify 


men encased in armour. In a case 
like this picture, when the symbols 
above and below should be large, the 
width of the fesse may be diminished; 
and if a figure on the fesse should be 
large in order better to be distin- 
guished, then the fesse may be slightly, 
only, increased in width. But “one- 
third the width of the shield” is the 
rule. The fesse is the military girdle 
of honor. 

Javelin points and spear heads sym- 
bolize readiness for military service. 
Evidently in this case, the bearer of 
the Arms was not only ready, but a 
conqueror, as his spear head had 
pierced the boar. 

Colors are representative of the 
personal characteristics of the orig- 
inal bearer, and are granted only up- 
on merit. Sable, fur lining of royal 
robes, signifies constancy and nobility; 
silver, sincerity and peace. 

The mantling, representing the 
scarf thrown over the helmet for pro- 
tection, is always the main color of 
the shield, lined with the main metal. 

Usually the drawings accompanying 
these articles, are in “code”—that is, 
lines in various directions, dots and 
plain surface, denoting certain colors. 
As this Coat was black and silver, 
except the metallic helmet with its 
red lining, this cut is from a positive 
photostat of a handpainting in color, 
and the black and white are clear in 
representing black and silver. 

There is a slight difference between 
the Coat-of-Arms pictured here and 
the one in “The Wildbores in Amer- 
ica” by J. R. Wilbor, and B. F. Wil- 
bour, 1933. That one has no crest, 
and on the fesse, instead of a javelin 
is a three-leafed clover, or trefoil. It 
is incompletely designed, as there is 
no mantling nor helmet. Many are 
seen so drawn, for various reasons, 
mainly because it is easier. There is 
a motto—“Animo non astutia.” trans- 
lated “By courage, not by Cunning.” 

The authors do not mention the 
Coat-of-Arms in the text of the book, 
so they are probably not too familiar 
with Heraldry or this bearing. No 
doubt they have asked some one in- 
terested, to furnish this drawing as 
frontispiece; and this one interested 
has had more interest than knowledge. 
Heraldry is a different subject, and 
probably has not been mastered by 
any student of the subject in the last 
several generations, and especially in 
this country. so there is no criticism 
of the author or artist. 

We are wondering where he found 
a record of the trefoil on the fesse, 
as it is not in Burke’s General Ar- 
mory, or several other authorities. 

Fairbairn, authority on crests and 
mottoes, gives no motto as granted to 
the family, and the motto used in the 
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genealogy belongs to Gordon, and sev- 
eral other families, not to Wildbore. 
But, as has often been stated in these 
columns, mottoes were taken and 
omitted at will, and were not always 
granted, so there is no reason why one 
of the Wildbores should not adopt 
this motto if he wishes. 

At the time of the writing of the 
genealogy, there was no definite 
knowledge of the English home of 
Samuel Wildbore, first in this coun- 
try, but several authorities hint 
strongly at his being of the branch 
of Doncaster in co. York. The Coat- 
of-Arms you see was granted to that 
Branch. Matthews, who is not al- 
ways accurate, but whose General 
Armory and Blue Book is a fine ref- 
erence, records this same Arms, there- 
fore in his studies of the family on 
both sides of the water, he must have 
made the deduction that Samuel was 
of the Yorkshire line. He does not 
give special references for each in- 
dividual record. 

The name, as you surely must know, 
has scores of spellings: Wyldbore Wil- 
bar, Willburr, Wilbour, and the more 
common Wilbur and Wilber. The 
signature of the early ancestor was 
“SAMUEL WILBORE.” 

This Samuel Wilbore was a great, 
and an interesting man. He was in 
everything doing! A merchant in 
England, owning, and probably com- 
ing to America in his own sailing 
ship, which he also used for Eastern 
trade; owned real estate in and around 
Boston; with 6 men under him 
guarded the gate and defences next 
to Roxbury; lived first on Washing- 
ton, then on Milk street in Boston; 
joined First Church then at State 
and Devonshire streets; in 1634 be- 
came freeman (that is, owned prop- 
erty, belonged to church, therefore 
had rights in govt. of town and could 
hold office); gave sum toward start- 
ing first public school; banished to 
R. I. upon accepting the Antimonian 
theology of Ann Hutchinson; bought 
practically all of what is now Rhode 
Island; traded it off, parcel at a time, 
to new comers; was town clerk and 
constable of Portsmouth as it was 
named; helped make peace with the 
Narragansett Indians; by 1645 re- 
turned to Boston to live; owned stock 
in the first Iron Works Co., first at 
Braintree, then Taunton; was married 
twice; had a large family; died in 
Boston July 29th, 1656. These facts 
were, no doubt, all in the genealogy, 
but also some of them, and more, in 
many books and articles written about 
early colonial days in both Mass. and 
R. I., and by both early and recent 
writers—from Gov. Winthrop down 


through the generations. 


By his first wife Ann..... a Samuel 
Samuel Wilbore had three, possibly 
four sons: Samuel Jr., Joseph, and 
Shadrach, with some authorities plac- 
ing William before Shadrach. Now 
their descendants are in every corner 
of these United States and no doubt 
in some cther countries besides Eng- 
land where the name is still to be 
found in several counties. 

The writer has a friend who is a 
descendant—her parents, Rev. Almon 
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Winter and Marinda (Gammon) 
Greenman, for many years mission- 
aries under the Methodist Church. 
Their fields were Mexico, Argentine, 
Italy and Peru. Mrs. Greenman’s 
mother was Sophia H. Wilbur, her 
father Leonard Tisdale Wilbur, then 
the line went on back through Holden 
and Lemuel Wilbor, and Meshach and 
Shadrach and SAMUEL Wilbore or 
Wildbore. (Wonder what happened to 
Abednego!!!) 


Another friend was a Methodist 
Nurse - Deaconess — Sophia Erminie 
Wilber, whose home was in Maine, 
but whose service was largely in Phil- 
adelphia. Probably no one on the staff 
of the Settlement was better versed in 
both English and American literature 
than she, who had been connected with 
a printing establishment in Portland, 
and had been a staunch member of 
a “Ladies’ Literary Club” for years. 
These studies, her church affiliations, 
her knowledge of printing, as well as 
her later training in nursing, all stood 
her well in the Settlement work, and 
she was very popular. Her beautiful 
hair was maturely white, and when 
asked her age, it was, for the 20 years 
I knew her, always “Oh—40 anyway!” 
As seems to be the way with many 
New Englanders, she added the “r” 
to words, as well as omitted it. Prob- 
ably she never realized why we often 
asked her, before new people visiting 
the place, to name the girls in her 
Sunday School class! ‘Well—Adar, 
and Idar, and Emmar, and Annar, and 
Fredar,—they’re the most regulah 
ones.” She—a Wildbore descendant— 
a most charming, efficient, and con- 
secrated woman. 


Hervey Backus Wilbor (1820-1883) 
was the pioneer educator of the feeble- 
minded. Wasa student in both Dart- 
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mouth and Amherst. With a Dr. 
Seguin, he organized the first school 
in the country for these young mental 
patients and became a great author- 
ity on their problems, bringing the 
subject of their care before the Leg- 
islature. 


Cressy Levington Wilbor was a 
vital statistician. He was born in 
Hillsdale, Mich., and through his 
studies of vital statistics in that state, 
worked out a “model Vital Statistics 
law that led to the establishment of 
uniform and effective registration in 
all states.” He served in the Division 
of Vital Statistics of the Michigan 
State Department of Health in 1893. 
He also went to Washington to help 
in organizing a better permanent Cen- 
sus Bureau, and was chief of the Vital 
Statistics section. 


Two national figures of our day are 
familiar to you all, and their life 
stories are outstanding—the two 
brothers, Curtis Dwight and Ray Ly- 
man Wilbur. Curtis Dwight Wilbur, 
eight years older than his brother, 
was a lawyer in Los Angeles, and or- 
ganized the first Juvenile Court in 
California, in 1908. He was Chief 
Justice of the California Supreme 
Court, and in 1924, under President 
Coolidge, was Secretary of the Navy. 
He was a graduate of Annapolis, and 
particularly fitted for his high office. 
Because of his efficiency his appoint- 
ment was widely approved. At this 
time our navy was not in the best of 
health—even inferior to the Japanese, 
and it had to be brought to the re- 
quirements of the Washington arms 
conference. This was his task. 

These brothers were born in Iowa, 
descendants of Samuel; and another 
important ancestor was Ezra, their 
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great grandfather, who was a sea- 
captain in the War of 1812. Their 
children and grandchildren are eligible 
to the men’s and women’s groups hon- 
oring, and preserving the records of, 
the heroes of that war. 

Dr. Ray Lyman Wilbur earned a 
medical degree years before the hon- 
orary doctors’ degrees were bestowed 
upon him. He was called from his 
physician’s duties to organize the 
medical school at Leland Stanford 
University, and in 1916 became its 
third president. During the first 
World War he helped President 
Hoover in the distribution of food. 
In 1929 he was appointed Secretary 
of the Interior, and became very in- 
fluential in the management of Indian 
affairs. After serving these short 
periods for the government, he re- 
turned to the President’s chair at 
Stanford, remaining until 1948, when 
he became Chancellor of the Univer- 
sity. 

In closing, let us turn again to the 
first-comer—Samuel Wildbore or Wil- 
bore, and quote from an author of an 
encyclopedia who, in speaking in be- 
half of this interesting ancestor of 
thousands of Americans, also puts in- 
to words the truth about many and 
most, of those who came to this new 
land to establish a home that we all 
enjoy, and should continue to be loyal 
to, and support by living our best. 

“He was one of that courageous 
early group of settlers who by suc- 
cessfully meeting the main problems 
of frontier life in the 17th century, 
founded American civilization in the 
wilderness.”

Educators and psychologists have 
figures which I can not give you, show- 
ing the proportions of readers who 
do not absorb or understand what 
they read, but allow. their own 
thoughts to over balance.

To make a long story short, I made 
her a most becoming dress, and every 
one said it was the prettiest one of 
the. New York (?) dresses! 

She kept worrying me about what J 
was going to wear. I said “O I don’t 
even know where I put my evening 
clothes and velvet coat. It will be all 
I can do to finish yours.” She finally 
found them, got wrinkles out and 
made me “dress up.” I ate supper 
and went with them, so here she came 
with an orchid corsage from Russell 
Mfg. Co. I tried to make her wear it 
but she said her sisters were wearing 
carnations, so she would too. 

I still didn’t smell a mouse until I 
heard my son announce from the stage 
that he had a candidate that he would 
like to announce. That she had spent 
47 years fostering the interests of the 
Russell Mfg. Co., etc., etc., ete., and 
he would like his candidate to be 
elected Queen Mother of the Russell 
interests! He came down and made 
me go up on the stage with him and 
receive the applause of several thou- 
sand people of the Russell mills. 

The design for the fairyland, on the 
stage and the entire of the audito- 
rium, was made by my son and daugh- 
ter, but the mill men did all the work 
themselves.

If it is possible to single out a par- 


ticular quality that distinguishes the. 


book match cover collection of Ruth 
D. Albro of Fall River, Massachusetts, 
it would be the collector’s own good 
patience. Everyday match books pass 
through thousands of hands almost 
at the same rate, we imagine, as the 
monies of the world, and to assemble 
a collection of these “rubber stamp” 
varieties is easily done in a rather 
short span of time. However, to ac- 
quire the unusual specimens presents 
a more distant goa! requiring time, 
patience and planning. 

Miss Albro’s personal friends, in 
bringing back with them tokens of 
their travels, have enlarged her “for- 
eign” collection with contributions 
from over twenty countries. Some 
bear inscriptions of famous places no 
longer standing, having been de- 
stroyed during World War II. 

Two other categories are repre- 
sented in her collection—the armed 
services and the “club” match covers. 
The latter group has been gathered 
together through actual visits within 
the walls of these private clubs, and 
once again, this serves to lend a per- 
sonal note for Miss Albro. 

The military covers make up the 
largest of the three collections, taking 
in all branches of the services and 
originating mainly in officers’ and 
enlisted men’s clubs in America, al- 
though some hail from such far areas 
as the Marianas Islands and Japan. 
Probably the rarest specimen is a com- 
memorative match cover made up 
especially for the launching of the 
aircraft carrier Franklin Delano 
Roosevelt in 1945.
